PROGRESSIVES’ 
LINE OF ATTACK 

Revealed In Uncompromising 
Speech hy Roosevelt 

GOVERNMENT BY CONVULSION 


Passing Back and Forth of Power Is 
Thus Termed—Wilson Policies and 
Penrose Come In For Sharp Prods 
—Former President Plainly Lacks 
His Former Vigor 


Pittsburg, July 1.—Former Presi- 
dent Roosevelt made here last night 
his first speech of the 1914 campaign. 
He spent five hours in Pittsburg and 
was welcomed enthusiastically. In 
his address before the Pennsylvania 
Progressive league he criticised the 
policies of the Wilson administration, 
attacked Senator Penrose and ap- 


pealed for support for the Progressive 


ticket. 

It was apparent as soon as Roose- 
velt began to speak that he did nat 
possess his former strength and 
vigor. There was a noticeable change 
in his manner as compared with that 
of two years ago when he was en- 
gaged in his previous campaign. 

He spoke with comparative ease, af- 
ter the first few sentences, but there 
was a huskiness in his voice which 
showed that his throat was still 
troubling him. His gestures were 
less rapid and vigorous than of old, 
and as he neared the 


Roosevelt coined a new phrase in 
his speech. It was “government by 
convulsion.” 3y this he said he} 


meent the passing back and forth of 
power between the Republican and 
Democratic parties, which he said 
would happen unless the people in- 
trusted the power to the Progressive 
party. 

The former president’s speech was 
regarded by Progressive leaders pres- 
ent as an indication of the line of at- 
tack which the party would follow in 
this year’s campaign. It was an un- 
compromising speech. 

Before he made it the report had 
gone ont that he would hold out the 
Olive branch to the Republican party, 
but there was no hint of such a thing 
in his remarks. 
vidual Republicans to support the 
Progressive ticket, but suggested no 
dealings with the Republican party 
as an organization. He’ denounced 
the Republican leaders who, he 
had misrepresented the people. 

He attacked Penrose 
“Let him go in sackcloth and ashes,” 
he said, “because it was 


him and his associates that the Dem- 
ocratic party now has power to do 
wrong. No more scandalous appeal 


could be made than to return him to 
power to right the wrongs for which 
he is primarily responsible.” 

The Wilson administration poli- 
cies, Roosevelt said, were responsi- 
ble for backward business and un- 
employment. No progress had been 
made, he said, toward solution of 
the trust question. * 

Following are some of the principal 
points in the former president’s 
speech: 

The present national administration 
is pursuing a course that prevents the 
existence of prosperity. 

Their (the adminpistration’s) per- 
formance has brought distress upon 
the nation. The cost of living has 
not been reduced. But the ability 
of the average man to earn a living: 
has been greatly reduced. 

Tariff reduction as put into practice 


by the present administration has 
chietiy benefited foreign rivals and 
competitors. 


It is politicians like Boise Penrose 
who are responsible for the existence 
of the present national administra- 
tion. To put them in power would 
merely insure in a short time another 
tiolent swing of the pendulum against 
them and a continuation of govern- 
ment by convulsion. 

We recognize that business effi- 
ciency in production can be attained 
only throngh business organization. 
But we demand that the government 
be clothed with all the necessary power 
to crush monopoly with all its at- 
tendant evils.

Streets, but in the planning of a new 
Salem there will be a co- -ordination | 
of interests to eliminate the objec- | 
tionable things, and, if the uncurbed | 
spirit of the citizens prevails, it will 
be a home-made Salem. 

That means that Salem brains and 
intellects will build and manage the 
new Salem, with such financial as- 
sistance from the outside as business, 
possibilities can contract. Civic 
pride will not permit the city to throw 
up its hands, as Chelsea did, and 
surrender the glory of a worthy re-| 
construction to a commission of out-' 
siders. |

CALL FOR AID 


Salem Relief Committee May 


Be Forced to Make One 
FIFTEEN THOUSAND HOMELESS 
Funds, Thoygh Generous, Are Inade- 

quate to Meet. Demands—Governor 
Asks Legislature to Authorize Bond 


Issues and Abate State Taxes— 
Known Criminals Driven From City 


Salem, Mass., July, 2.—As “the 
catastrophe which struck Salem is 
measured up by the public-spirited 
men who have assumed responsibility 
for the care of the refugees and their 
re-establishment in life, it is found 
to be far beyond what can be handled 
with the funds that are coming in. 

Salem needs much more money. 
This was agreed upon at a meeting 
where the general committee can- 
vassed the situation from every angle, 
and it was deemed to be so urgent 
that Governor Walsh was called by 
telephone and requested to call a 
| meeting of the committee of fourteen 
which he summoned to meet with him 
at the state house. a 

The governor at once agreed to call 
that committee together at the state 
house today. The genera! relief com- 
mitte in Salem was advised by its 
' finance committee that at the rate 
money was coming in now it will be 
wholly inadequate. There is only 
about $300,000 on hand. At least 
$750,000 will be needed, and prob- 
ably around $1,000,000. 

It was pointed out at the meeting 
that :the.relief and rehabilitation,must 


loon be put to a permanent basis. 
| With 15,000 persons not only home- 


less, but out of employment, and no 
prospect ‘of work in the immediate 
future, a nation-wide appeal for help 
may bécome necessary. 

The mayor of New York telephoned 
to Salem and informed Ernest Bick- 
Red 
Cross, that he avill issue an earnest 
appeal in New York. 

Governor Walsh-sent to the legisla- 


ture a special message asking for 
speedy legislation for the relief of 
| Salem. 


The first of two bills accompanying 
the message authorizes the city of 
Salem to borrow $70,000 outside its 
debt limit by the issue of bonds for a 
loan to run forty years at 414 per- 
cent interest, the income from the said 


' bonds to be used for the construction 
of buildings and for other municipal 


purposes. 

The second bill provides that the 
state tax ef the city of Salem be abat- 
ed for the current year, and that the 
city may borrow $100,000 on a ten 
years’ loan for the purpose of recoup- 
ing. its revenue in anticipation of 
taxes. These bonds, issued to ma- 
ture in 10 years, are also at the rate 
of 4% percent. 

The message was referred to the 
committee on taxation, 

The most strenuous efforts on both 
the part of the police and _of the 
militia are now centred on the routing 
‘of swindlers in many forms who are 
threatening to swamp. the city unless 
their efforts are so. heartily discour- 
| aged at the beginning of their cam- 
paign that the helpless people will 
not have to bear the added burden of 
their presence and their predatory 
purposes. 

Summary action was taken by.the 
police in disposing ,of pickpockets, 
|fake isurance adjusters, fake fire 
sufferers who have ;sought aid from 
the milita and various private dis- 
tributors, and those,who have sought 
clothing with the purpose of selling 
it. 

Only two arrests were made, 
though, the remainder having been 
‘given a warning which City Marshal 
'Lehan announced in no uncertain 
terms would be the last that would 
be..given any offenders. Any one 
caught doing, things, of the sort from 
now, on were warned that they 
will,,be dealt with to the full extent 
of the law. 

From the temper of the crowds who 
are gradually learning that there are 
those who are seeking to impose, 
and thus lessen their own chances of 
much-needed aid from outside 
sources, there may be no need of 
police interference except to save the 
lives of offenders in case these are 
caught by the fire sufferers. 

Pickpockets and other known crimi- 
nals are not even given a-.chance of 
getting into Salem jn the ordinary 
ways, for at the railroad station six 
State officers and ten special officers 
4, plain clothes are stationed with or- 
ders to intereept any of this gentry 
and to -hold them till the next train 
Jeaves and see that they are aboard.

Vienna, July 3.—The special court

The’ funeral procession, which 
meantime had formed outside, started 


Two outriders, carrying lighted lan- 
‘terns, led the cortege. They 
followed ky an advance guard ot 
cavalry. Then came an official on 
horseback, dressed in the picturesque 
costume of a Spanish cavalier. 

The court carriages were next in 
line. Two outriders preceded the 
hearses. Each hearse was drawn by 
six black horses. On either side 
walked non-commissioned officers and 
/court lackeys. A special guard ot 
twelve halberdiers and twelve mount- 
ed life-guardsmen with drawn swords 


{followed the hearses, and two car- 
|riages with the suites of the arch- 


;|duke and the duchess completed the 
| cortege. 

At the Hofburg the master of cere- 
monies and the palace clergy awaited 
the cortege at the foot of the am- 
bassadors’ staircase and walked slow- 
ly forward to meet it, preceded by 


he boy choir of the court chapel, 
chanting “Miserere.” 
| The procession then advanced to 


the chapel, with the Austrian and 
Hungarian life-guards and halberdiers 
Walking beside the coffins, which 
were attended by four noble pages 
dressed in sombre costumes and car- 
rying huge Hghted wax tapers. 

The court chamberlain and other 
officials brought up the rear. The 
coffins were placed. on an elevated 


catafalque entirely covered with gold! 


brocade, with swinging canopy. 


After a short benediction the cham- | 


berlain of the late archduke handed 
the keys of the coffins to Prince 
Montenuovo, the chapel was locked 


and all departed. 

| The Hofburg chapel is very small, 
accommodating not more than 260 
‘persons. All the seats have been re- 
moved and the walls and floors are 
covered with black cloth. On one of 
the walls hangs an escutcheon con- 


sisting of the archduke’s arms. It is 
surrounded by silver sconces, with 
lighted candles. The arms of the

GRANITE RIVAL 


The steamer Cricket, Captain Weh- 


man, arrived this week at San Fran-} 
le 


cisco from Tacoma laden with lumber 
and 1100 tons of Alaska granite. This 
is the largest cargo of the Alaska pro- 
duct ever brought to this port, and is 
probably the precursor of many which 
will follow. 

All of the granite has been loaded 
on deck. The hold contained lumber, 
which had been piled clear to the 
deck in order to make a solid resting 
place for the granite. Each block 
weighed from six to twelve tons. 

‘According to Fred Lindermann, own- 
er of the Cricket, the granite 
worth :bout $50,000. Each block was 
valued at an average of $500. For- 
merly nearly all of the granite used 
for ornamental purposes was shipped 
from the New England states Re- 
cently a valuable quarry was opened 
on the island of Tokeen, near Wran- 
gell, Alaska.

WONDERFUL HARVEST. 


Thre wheat eaters and the wheat 
growers of the world are nip and tuck 
—largely tuck. Ten years ago the} 
statisticians said the wheat eaters 
consumed only four bushels a= year. 
But recently James J. Hill has figured 
it that they are getting away with 
seven. The inevitable result has been! 
much higher prices. So the news of 
the biggest wheat crop ever raised,| 
with 154,000,000 bushels in Kansas} 
alone, means seme help on living | 
costs in millions of families. 

Formerly wheat was something of | 
a luxury. Half of Europe lived on 
“black bread.” «In the United States} 
simple country people used “hasty 
pudding” and corn cake. Many eco- 
nomically minded families of the old- 
er days never had white bread, save 
when the minister or other dignitar- | 
ies called. Now the same families} 
are buying wheat cereal preparations | 
put up in a wasteful manner in small 
packages with fancy paper coverings. |} 

The cereal habit has enormously in-! 
creased the wheat eaters. The old! 
time rustic family had for breakfast. 
hash, liver, or often steaks. 
or warmed over roasts. A similar} 
diet means bankruptcy today. The | 
simple modern morning meal of ce- 
real, toast or muffins, coffee, eggs’ 
when possible and fruit of which 
wheat is the backbone, looks terribly 
skimpy and parsimonious to your old-! 
er country cousins. Yet to modern, 
taste it seems fresher and more in- 
vigorating. | 

It will be interesting to know; 
whether this year’s wonderful harvest 
is due to weather luck, or to the 
spread of better farming information. 
Probably it is owing to both. Ordin- 
arily it is slow work to educate the 
farmers. England spent 40 years in 
raising her production per acre from 
11 to 34 bushels. The United States 
has been wantonly careless in farm 
methods. For 20 years it raised its 
wheat production only two bushels 
per acre.

SURGICAL SHOCK. 


Only In a Vague Way Does Science 
Know What Causes It. 

Shock js still one of the great mys- 
teries of surgery. Muny theories have 
been put forward to explain just what 
it is. Each of these has seemed at- 
tractive until its inherent defects were 
discovered by expericnce. 

In a lecture before the British Royal 
College of Surgery Dr. A. Rendle 
Short reviewed these successive theo 
ries and described the experiments of 
himself and others by which they 
were disproved. But researches by 
Dr. Crile of Cleveland, Professor Sher- 
rington of England and Dr. F. H. 
Pike of Columbia 
York, seemed to him to offer at least 
a clew to the real nature of shock. 

Professor Short did not formulate a 
definite theory, but suggested that sur 
gicul shock was dne to an inhibiting 
or paralyzing of the Important nuclei 
in the region of the fourth ventricle 
of the brain and perhaps in the cere- 
These are “continually send- 
ing impulses down the spinal cord, 
maintaining its funetional activity and 
incrensing muscular tone.” The effect 
of this puralysis is to cut off these tm 
pulses, wherenpon the functions of 
the spinal cord are greatly reduced.

secondary result the blood pressure 
may fall.

FOR THE BIRDS. 


| How to Build Nesting Boxes For 
Feathered Visitors. 
For the benefit of bird lovers the 
state ornithologist of Massachusetts, | 
Dr. Edward Howe Forbush, publishes | 
fn Our Dumb Animals directions for} 
the proper building and placing of nest- 
ing boxes for the feathered visitors of | 
the spring. Within the last ten years | 
more than 20,000 bird houses have been | 
put up in Massachusetts at Dr. For- | 
bush’s recommendation, but muny of 
these have not proved acceptable to) 
| the tenants for whom they were in- 
tended and bave remained vacant. In| 
his latest bulletin Dr. Forbush js par- 
ticular to Warn against faults of con- 
struction. 

One reason for the failure of nesting | 
boxes in cities to attract song birds, be 
says, is the presence of cats, English 

‘sparrows and squirrels. Against cats! 
the bulletin offers no plan of eampuign. | 
although other experts have recom: | 
mended placing bird houses on posts! 
entwined with crimson rambler, the| 
briers of whicb are calculated to dis- 
courage pussy from climbing. 

To prevent squirrels from entering! 
| and eating the eggs Dr. Forbush sug- 
gests making the entrances to the box-| 
es too small to udmit these voracious | 
‘little nest robbers. A similar plan is'| 

recommended in the case of sparrows, 

although few birds that one desires to 
attract are smaller than sparrows. The) 
| latter may %e discouraged from build- | 
| ing in the larger boxes, of course, by 
| the removal of their nests, but a bet- 
‘ter plan is to keep the boxes closed 
until the sparrows have begun their 
housekeeping elsewhere and to open | 
them about May 1, when the native | 
birds huve mated. 

The entrance boles of the nesting box- | 
es should be one and a quarter inches} 
in diameter for chickadees, one and a 
half inches for biuebirds or swallows 
and two incbes or more for murtins. 
Pine wood is the best material for a 
bird bouse, as it is light, but strong 
and durable enough. Metal or pottery 
may be used if put up in the shade. 
The inside measurements of a box for 
wrens may be 3% by 3% by 6; for! 
chickadees, 3% by 3% by 9%: for blue | 
birds, 44% by 414 by 94; for swallows, 
5 by 5 by 64%. The longer dimension is 
always the vertical one. These meas- 
urements are not arbitrary. The boxes 
may be larger, but not much smaller. 
The swallow box may have a perch. 
but that is not absolutely essential.

Carman admitted that she hid the 
dictagraph after taking the machine 
from the walls of the doctor's office.

Observers of Situation hook For Early 
Developments—Significance Attached 
to Villa's Halt on March to Mexico 
City—tndications Are That He Has 
His Own Junta In Washington. 


It is generally admitted here, says a 
Washington dispatch to the New York 
Tribune, that the whole Mexican situa- 
tion, especially in rebel territory, 1s 
critical. Commenting on advices to the 
effect that Genera! Villa had returned 
from the recently captured town of 
Zacatecas to Torreon and had taken 
witb bim the main body of his troops, 
the Tribune says that some secret 
strategical reason is responsible for 
this withdrawal from the advance on 
Mexico City. It is declared by his 
friends, that Villa has no intention of 
turning against Carranza militantly or 
otherwise. In fact, Villa is said to 
have telegruphed one of his agents in 
Wushington that he would take no ac- 
tion aguinst Carranza. 

Despite the protestations of Constt- 
tutionalist agents, it is well known 
that a most serious situation exists in 
northern Mexico and that wrapped up 
in it is the future of the revolutionary 
movement. 

Test of Strength Coming. 

While Villa's agents declare that he 
will not take aggressive action against 
Carranza, it is admitted that the breach 


| between the two has widened and that 


the time is rapidly approaching when 
there must be a test of strength. 
In the war department the situation 


: is being watched with keenest interest 
| Army officers believe that the Ameri 

' can army is nearer to active service in 
| Mexico than at any time in several 


months. Most officers believe that in 
tervention is inevitable, no matter how 
much the administration may try to 
avoid it. 

An interesting dispatch to the New 
York Sun from El! Paso, Tex., says: 

“The tense situation in the Constitu 
tionalist ranks is reflected by the utti- 
tude of the representatives of Carranza 


| and Villa at this point. 


“While both sides declare for publi 
cation that the relations between the 
supreme chief and his fighting general 
are strained, they Insist that they have 


| not reached the point where there wil! 


be a decision by arms. 

“Villa came up to Torreon only to go 
to Parral to attend the military funeral 
of General Trinidad Rodriguez, who 
was killed at Zacatecas, say his agents 
Villa has come north to confer witb 
Carranza’s representatives at Torreon 
say the other men, and it will all be 
smoothed down by the elimination of 
General Felipe Angeles. 

“It is noted, however, that Lazaro de 
la Garza and A. Farias, Villa’s com 
mercial agents, have begun to talk to 
Washington over a leased telegraph 
wire us if he had started an independ 
ent junta vf his own at the capital 
They are sending and receiving mes 
sages for hours ata time, but they will 
not say with whom they talk. 

“The explanation of the Curranzistas 
is that Villa has orginized a lobby at 
Washington in order to lave the em 
burgo on arms lifted and that he Is not 
supplanting the official junta of the 
Constitutionalists.”

ABRIDGING THE LAW’S DELAYS. 

When the Supreme Court of the 
@uited States adjourned for July and 
August it left but fourteen cases unde- 
cided. It gave out 591 judgments 
since last fall. There has been a 
popular impression that the court was 
slow, but this record indicates that’ 
the movement for abridging the law's 
delays is bearing fruit. 

To the lawyer, legal delays are part 
of the day’s work. The fact that a! 
client's case has gone over to another 
court term does not bother him. He 
may rather rejoice at the postpone- | 
ment, as giving him more chance to 
collect winning evidence.

A day in court 
worries the average merchant or 
manufacturer more than weeks of 
ordinary business grind. 

The business man simply can’t un- 
derstand why court work needs to 
drag along so interminably. If the 
spirit of the business world were to 
prevail, no case would remain finally! 
unjudged a year.

lature met for 196 days. 

After an all-day session, which 
started at 10:30 in the morning and

Secretary of State Donahue pro- 
claimed the close of the session in the 
senate at 11:41 p. m. and a few min- 
at 11:46 p. m., made a 
similar announcement in the house.

When he had rowed about 150 
feet away he saw Ashland fall over- 
board and commence to struggle in 
the water: A cry for help went out 
from Hoffses. and accompanied by 
Adam Benene, of the Narada, Fisher 
rowed as fast as he could back to the 
place where ‘Ashland went overboard. 
The Jatter swam a few moments and 
then sank, coming to the surface a few 
minutes later and floating with his 
face down. Fisher found him in this 
position, unconscious, but to his mind 
alive. ; 

While bringing the man ashore, Be- 
nene succeeded in getting a quantity 
of water from Ashland’s lungs. They 
landed at Ocean Pier and shouted for 
a doctor but one did not arrive for 
fully 20 minutes. 

They failed’ to resuscitate Ashland 
while waiting and Dr. W. E. Brown 
worked over him with no better re- 
suits.

Children In South Africa. 

In “The Real South Africa” the au- 
thor, Ambrose Pratt, says that the 
Kaffirs are not only enslaved by the 
Boers, but it would seem also by the | 
other whites, who ought,to know bet- | 
ter. The white children born in South 
Afriea acquire cine le iad of 
pride and indolence' before ‘they ‘reach 
their teens. Their. manners are 
haughty and overbearing; 

“The first day I landed in South 
Africa I witnessed a small incident 
that will tell dts own'story. Strolling 
through the city of Durban in the ear- 
ly morning I saw a great hulking 
Kaffir carrying a-bundle of papers to 
the door of a news a@geney, where a 
little boy about ten years of age was 
waiting to receive them. The Kaflir 
very respectfully placed the bundle on 
the steps at the child’s feet und moy- 
ed away. He was immediately recall- 
ed and most imperiously. ‘You cheeky 
devil! shrilled the child. ‘How dare 
you leave the papers there! Take the 
bundle into the shop at once and un- 
tie it!) The Kaflir silently and bumbly 
obeyed. + 

“‘Now sort the papers!’ ordered the 
child. 

“Again the Kaffir obeyed. When his 
task was completed the little boy con- 
temptuously pointed to the door. ‘Get 
out!’ he said. 

“The Kaffir inelined reverently and 
backed out of the shop as though tak- 
ing leave of royalty. The child did not 
even smile. The sneer on his face was 
fixed.” 


PITY THE POOR LIONS. 


Hunters In Africa Actually Kick the 
Brutes Out of Their Way. 

A globe trotter and a hunter, by 
name Perey Stanhope, is an English- 
man, who.may or may not have a sense 
of bumer. Here is what he said -in 
New York recently about lion hunting 
tn Africa: \ 

“You hear them talk of lion hunting 
in Africa as though it were the king of 
sports. It's a beastly shame the way 
they treat the poor beasts. Why, when 
I was out in British East Africa two 
years ago there was & Inovement on 
foot to punish jion hunters for cruelty 
to animals. In fact, they were serious- 
ly taking up the question with the 
home government. 

“The lives of the poor lions are being 
made a burden to them. I can remem- 
ber when the llons would come in out 
of the jungle and sit on the platform 
of the railway stations, and some of 
those cruel Englishmen actually booted 
the beasts out of the way. Think of 
it. the cruelty of it all! 

“There being no foxes available, the 
sportsmen out in those parts have a 
habit of stirring up-a-lion and pursuing 
the poor beast with whoops and yells 
until it drops dead of exhaustion and 
actual fright. The poor beasts have 
been-so terrorized that when they see 
a white man they whimper from fright. 
This fear shortens the life of the lions, 
and ‘unless drastic steps are taken to 
put a stop to the cruelty ‘there won't 
be any of the animals left in Africa.”— 
New York World. 
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Fear Is Useless. 

Phobism is an addition to fear (an- 
other name for worry). If smugness 
be unlovely from a» social point of 
view phobism is fatal to its victim. 
Did it ever occur to you that fear can 
become a habit and a luxury, just as 
smoking is? But phobism is the more 
hazardous. We-fear poverty, we fear 
disease, we fear death, we fear that 
we shall be snubbed socially. And 
each separate fear impairs our capaci- 
ty for work in a definite, measurable 
way. I know many people addicted to 
the use of fear. Some of them use it 
to excess. To the psychologist fear is 
the most expensive of all habits that 
people indulge. - Ninety-nine and forty- 
four one-hundredths per cent of fear is 
as useless as a deckhand on a sub- 
marine.—Eliott Park Frost in Atlantic. 


How to Win an Author. 
“There's no greater fallacy,” said an 
author at the Authors’ club, “than the 
popular one to the effect that writers 
don’t like you to talk to them about 
their work. 
“Mark Twain exploded this fallacy 
well when he said that there were 
three ways of pleasing an author—first, 
to tell him that you have read one of 
his books; second, to tell him you have 
read all his books, and, third, to ask 
him to let you read the manuscript of 
his forthcoming book. ‘The first way 
wins his respect, the second wins his 
friendship and the third wins bis leve.”

This question may well be asked when 
one considers the latest invention of 
that king of automat inventors Senor 
Torres y Quevedo, member of the 
Spanish Academy of Sciences. Senor 
| Torres caused a sensation some thirty 
| years ago by inventing a machine 
which would solve algebraic equations 
| Then he invented a balloon which 
would direct itself and could attain a 
speed as great as the fastest Zeppelius. 

The latest product of this wonderful | 
laboratory, says a Paris dispatch to che! 
New Yo Sun, ts a machine which 
plays chess und which seems actually 
to accomplish the work of a human 
brain, Senor Torres thus describes his 
own invention: 

“It-is true that the game which the 
automat plays is not very complicated, 
but, nevertheless, for its opponent to 
win he must know how to play. The 
| nutomat uses the white king against 
the castle and the black king. Its 
! game is won in advance, but it must 
| follow a certain course which leads it 
| up to the finish. 

On the Watch For Fraud. 

“When the automat’s opponent moves 
the black king the automat begins 

by seeing if the movement conforms 

| with the rules of the gume. It not it 
protests by lighting a lamp. If the 
move is according to the rules the au- 
tomat, taking into account the position 
of the three pieces, decides what is the 
best move and then makes it. Thus 
the game continges until the automat 
bas checkmuated the black king. 

“If the automat’s opponent should 
make a mistuke, as I said before, the 
automat protests by lighting a lamp 
But it will tolerate only three tmis- 
takes, Then all its lights go out, and 
you may move your pieces as much as 
you want—the automat has finished. 
If you wish to begin a new game you 
invite the automat by a special move- 
ment to play another game. If ft ac- 
cepts it will turn out all its lights, 
place its pieces on the board in their 
original positions, then walt for you 
to muke the first move. 

“The old automats, the most cele 
brated of which were those of Vau- 

'canson, imitated the appearance and 
'the movements of man. Today this 
| idea has been abandoned, and intricate 
| machines, which look like nothing but 


self directing torpedo Is a good exam- 

ple of an automat. The difficulty does 

not lie in the work of its helmsman, 
but in the determination of the move- 
ment to be executed. The machine de 
duces this movement from indicators 
| by purely mechanical means. This, 
as in the calculating machines, is the 
brainwork of the man that the ma- 
chine accomplishes. ° 

Sensitive Mechanism. 

“It is not to be denied that automats 
can have sensitive organs (monometers, 
thermometers, compasses, etc.,) permit- 
; ting them to recognize the circum- 
|) stances which determine their move 
;ments, bat science refuses to admit 
that they can possess the analogue of a 
‘brain. But 1 believe 1 have shown 
that this possibility theoretically does 
| not offer the least doubt. Automagts 
| can be made as complicated as one may 
' wish. 

“I believe that there is no limit in this 
domain and that theoretically at least 
| the time will come when all factory 
operations, even those which demand 
the intervention of engineers, can be 
executed automatically.”

Washington, July 9.—Rev. Albert 
KE. Mooty of Georgia, the negro 
preacher who surprised Chief Clerk 
Chance of the postoffice department 
by resigning with the announcement 
that he could not serve God and the 
zovernment, has found he was mis- 
taken, and desires reinstatement. 

In a letter asking for’ another 
chance Mooty says:

DECREASE IN ACCIDENTS 


Figures Show Success of “Safety 
First’ Campaign In Boston 
Boston, July 9.—A decrease of 80 
percent in fatal street accidents and 
of 30 percent in all street accidents 
is reported by the safety committee of 
the Boston e¢hamber of commerce as 
u result of the first week of the safe- 

ty first campaign. 

Figures furnished by the police de- 
partment show that during the first 
week of July, 1913, there were 62 
street accidents, of whieh nine were 
fatal, 10 serious and 44 minor. Dur- 
ing the corresponding wéek this 
month there were only 43 accidents 
reported, two of which were fatal, 14 
sarious and 27 minor. .

Fire Wipes Out the Famous Dufferin

Quebec, July 10.—Fire destroyed 
practically the whole of Dufferin ter- 
race, Quebec's famous promenade 
overlooking the River St. Lawrence. 

The flames’ set fire to the row of 
residences on Des Carrieres street, & 
ig Sie ‘Sea raised about twenty feet 
jabove. the terrace.

The tire quickly sWept the entire 
length of the promenade.

number. 
Hills Covered With Dead. 

“The carnage was something fright- 
ful. The surrounding hills were lit- 
erally covered with dead, Qnd_ bodies 
of men and horses lay in heaps in the 
Streets of the city, where they were 


}mowed down by machine gun fire as 


the panic stricken federals attempted 
to seek safety in flight. 

“After being driven into the city 
and finding that it could not hold 
it General Barron's army attempted 
away to the southward through 
the pass leading to Laguna de Guada- 
lupe, and here is where the greatest 
loss of life was sustained, 

“In the tortuous six miles of nar- 


}row canyon which constitutes the road 


from. the Southern gateway of Zaca- 
tecas to Guadalupe the bodies of be- 
3,000 horses and be- 
tween 3,300 and 4,000 men were found. 

“The disposition of this great mass of 
}carrion before it began to taint the 
lair and cause an epidemic of disease 
was in itself a stupendous as well as a 
grewsome task. Nearly the entire Con- 
stitutionalist army, or at least that por- 
tion of it not required in similar effort 
on other portions of the battlefield and 
not including those sent in pursuit of 
the few federals, was put at work at 
burying and burning the bodies. Great 
quantities of lime were used in order 


| to cause quick disintegration and at the 


same time disinfection. 

“The mountains around and about 
the city of Zacatecas are honeycombed 
witL mine openings of all sorts, and 
many federals, finding escape cut off, 
sought refuge in shafts, pits and tun- 
nels in the surrounding hills. The Con- 
stitutionalists, suspecting that the 
mines would be used as places of ref- 
uge, searched the district promptly aft- 
er the order was given to cease firing. 
and thousands of prisoners were cap- 
tured in this manner. 

Praise For Hospital Service. 

“Other parties who had succeeded in 
cutting their way were overtaken and 
either captured or killed if they put up 
a fight.” 

Of the loss in killed and wounded 
sustained by the Constitutionalists Mr. 
Hare said that he could not talk intel- 
ligently because of the lack of facts 
on which to base a state- 
ment. 

He was loud in his praise of General 
Villa’s hospital service and said the 
wounded on both sides were given 
splendid eare as rapidly as they could 
be brought to the hospital trains while 
the battle was in progress or to the 
hospitals in Zacatecas after the occu- 
pation.

Sterling, lls., July 11.—Mrs. Lee 
Hutton and Miss Lillian Byers, sis- 
ters, were held without bail for the 
grand jury, pending investigation of 
the killing of their brother, Mmanuel 
Byers. 

According to the story told by Byers 
as he was dying, partly corroborated

_ Loss of Empress of Ireland 
PORTA OF HELM DURING FOG 


Responsible For Collision Which Re- 
Sulted In Loss of Nearly Eleven 
Hundred Lives—Captain and Crew 
Of Wrecked Ship Blameless—Sug- 
gestions Offered by Probers 


Quebec, July 13.—The collier 
Storstad is held resposible for the 
sinking of the steamer Empress of 
Ireland and the loss ef 1094 lives, in 
thé investigating commission’s report. 

The accident is declared to have 
been due to the change of course or- 
dered My the third officer wiftmut in- 
etruct#Ons ffom the first officer, who 
Was in charge of the collier at the 
time. 

The inquiry 


into the disaster was 
begun in Quebec on June 16 by a 
commission composed of Lord Mer- 
fey, formerly presiding justice of the 
Hritish admiralty court; Sir Adolpho 
Hbuthier of Quebec and Chief Justice 
McLeod ._ of! New Brunswick. The 
commissioners were assisted in their 
work by Commander Caborne of the 
Uritish royal naval reserve, Professor 
Welsh of New Castle, Eng.; Captain 
Wemers of the Dominion wreck com- 
mission, and Engineer Commander 
Mowe: of therCanadian naval service. 
| Caborne and Welsh were nominated 
| by the British board of trade. Lord 
Mersey also presided over the inquiry 
{nto the Titanic disaster. 

The report contains the following 
ieading points: = 

The Storstad is responsible for the 
accident because she changed her 
course, the helm being ported by 
Third Officer Lundquist when the Em- 
press was at starboard. 

It is practically certain that some 
of the bulkheads of the Empress were 
'not closed at the time of the collision. 
| Kirst Officer Tuftenes of the Stor- 
stad and Third Officer Lundquist must 
face the blame for the _ disaster. 
Criticism was directed at Tuftenes for 
not calling Captain Anderson of the 
Storstad when fog came on. 

The court held that Captain Ken- 
dall and the crew of the Empress had 
done theirdnty.) 

The repert found that there was n« 
lack of discipline oh board the Em- 
press and that the Empress complied 
with al] the regulations regarding 
boat equipment, watertight doors, 
ete. 

To prevent such loss of life in the 
future the commission made _ these 
sugzestions: 

“1—That in foggy weather al! wa- 
tertight doors and port holes below 
the top of the watertight bulkheads 
be closed. Preferably they should be 
closed all the time between sunset 
and sunrise. 

2—That it 


i might be desirable tc

‘ther rafts could not be 
placed in such a position on the upper 
deck that they Would float automati- 
cally on the water as the ship sank.’

IS GROWING 


HOW TO TRANSFORM THE 
KIMONO. 


It is wonderful to realize how 
much a small affair like a ficho 
will do toward transforming the 
kimono 14 plain cotton or silk 
crape into a garment that looks 
almost as dressy as a tea gown 
and certainly one in which a 
matron May receive a compara- 
tive stranger rather than keep 
that stranger waiting while she 
makes a more elaborate toilet. 

The fichu, which is prettiest 
in dotted net or swiss, sbould 
be at feast a yard and a half 
long by twenty-seven inches 
wide and finished along the-out- 
er edge and the two ends with a 
frilling of plain net or swiss. It 
is drawn about the shoulders to 
form shallow little folds across 
the back and over the top of the 
arms, crossed above the bust and 
the ends knotted under a nose- 
, gay of satin flowers. 

If the front of the kimono is 
then turned back to give a ¥ 
effect to the inner edges of the 
tichu the entire bodice portion of 
the costume will apparently be a 
net veiled silk and will have 
scarcely any of the appearance 


A BLOSSOM HINT. 


How to Preserve Flowering Bulbs and 
Cut Flowers. 
Blossoming bulbs, and especially tu- 
lips, should not be left in a bot room 
all night. Remove them to a cool, but 
not cold, temperature and bring them 
back In-the morning and you will dou- 
ble the duration of their flowering life. 
Plants and bulbs that have not beén 
raised at home want very careful treat- 
ment when they first come from the 
florist or they will wilt and die at 
once. : 
It is a piteous and an exasperating 


thing to see a glorious azalea or spirea 
or pluntagenista reduced in a couple of 
days from a mass of vivid bloom to a 
muddle of withered petals and bare 
stalks. 
. A draft 1s usually the cause-of this. 
The plants have been forced in the 
high, even temperature of a hothouse 
and have not been long enough at the 
florist’s to get hardened. The only 
thing to do is to keep them in a warm 
place. Give them very little water if 
they seem too dry and carefully cut 
off the flowers and leaves that have 
begun to fade. When buying plants 
always choose those with a few ftlow- 
ers and many buds and ascertain if 
they have been “hardened.” 

Such plants will bea jor for weeks 
and "when the flowersis over for the 
seaxsov can be placedijn a greenhouse 
or even.in a sheltered;corner of a bal-

All cut flowers require delicate han- 
dling and arranging, but spring blos- 
s0ms most of all. Snowdrops look best 
in a shallow bow! filled with feathery 
moss, in which each, blossom is set 
separately, tinging its white bells. 

Long stalked violets are charming 
set loosely in a little jug of pottery. 
Daffodils and narcissi should look as if 
they were growing. 

Never put daffodils and jonquils into 
the same vase They will kill each 
ether, Mimoxa also should be arrang- 


| ed by itself in branches in a tall china 


vase. It is too strong for other flow- 
ers and kills them by contact. 
Camellia japonica also must be In 
jong, spiky branches—two or three in 
a high china jar, with no foliage. A 
few flowers deftly arranged, with each 


| blossom adjusted sepurately, showing 


its stalk and having “room to 
brenthe,” are far more effective than 
a whole lot carelessly jumbled togeth- 
er. And flowers are so sentient and 
responsive. They know perfectly well 
when they are deftly and lovingly ban- 
dled and “act accordingly.”

A. H. Copeland, Bioneer In Telegraphic 

Supervision of Railways, Still Living!’ 

Hlinois claims the distinction of pés- 
sessing among her citizens the man 
who first moved trains with the aid of 
the telegraph. The original train dis- 
patcher is A. H. Copeland, now living 
in retirement at Oak Park, and who 
was agent for the Chicago and Alton at 
Chenoa for thirty years.

NEW NAVY SHELL 
SMASHES HES DUMMY 


‘Secret Exploste Tears Grea 
Hole In In Galsson 


et STEEL MASS IS SAEED OVER) 


Movies Taken—Eilms tp Be “Kept by 
Navy—Inventor Confident NS War- 
ship Could Stand Attack—No Vessel 
Allowed Within Two Hundred Yacds 
of Where Test Was Carried On. 


With a great hole in its bottom and 
its sheets of armor dented and punc- 
tured fn many places, a steel Caissop 
mude to represent a battleship is in 4 
drydock at the Norfolk’ navy yard, 
guarded with extreme vigilance. 

The caisson wus fired on by a sub- 
loaded with a 
new kind of explosive. 

The experiment was conducted in 
the southern branch of the Elizabeth 
river, near the navy yard. Only nayal 
officers and the crews of three torpedo 
beats were permitted to witness the 
test. 

No vessels were allowed within 200 


‘Naval tugs hurried to its side and 
took it in tow. Naval officers refused 
to disetss the result of the experi- 
ments: They said the exact damage 
the caisson ‘sustained probably would 
never be known publicly. 

: A Government Secret. 

It was a government secret and 
would remain one, they added: 

The explosives used in the shell or 
mine are the invention of Lieutenant 
Ishman. He claims ft is supertor té 
anyother shell now in use and will do 
greater damage to a vessel,’ and no 
warship, Dreadnought or torpedo boat 
can resist its destructive - qualities. 
That is his claim. 

The caisson used in the experiment 
is made of the same kind of armor as 
is used in the construction of the 
Dreadnought Pennsylvania, which 
ranks as the greatest battleship. 

he shell syas submerged to a depth 
of fifteen feet and was placed thirty 
feet from the hull of the caisson, 
which drew twenty-seven feet of wa- 
ter. Lieutenant Monroe of the ord- 
nance department, with a government 
moving picture operator, was station- 
ed nearést the caisson on a terpedo 
boat. 

Pictures to Show Damage. 

The pictures will Show the exact 
damage done,’by the Sheil, and they 
aré to be used exclusively by the ord, 
nance department for careful study. 
The experiment was made under the 
directions of Lieutenant Schuyler, U.S. 
N.; and Lieutenant Kelly, U.S. N., 
with Lieutenant Commander Defrees, 
all of the ordnance department, as 
notes. 

The crews from the torpedo boats 
were ordered to witness the test by 
Secretary Daniels in order that they 
might familiarize themselves with the 
handling of torpedo war heads. 

Another test of the explosive will be 
made with torpedoes when the caisson 
is repaired.

They es- 
tablished his tribal identity by an In- 
dian song, and one of the interpreters 
recognized in Spopee the hero of an 
old Jegend who had disappeared a score 
of years ago into some white man’s 
jail. Blackfoot mothers have been 
singing their children to sleep with a 
song about him ever. since. 

Officials of the Indian office, advis- 
ed of the discovery, began an investt- 
gation which resulted in his: pardon. 

Spopee was charged with the mur- 
der of a white man near the Canadian 
boundary north of the Montana line. 
It is thought by the department of jus- 
tice that the murder probably was 
committed’ in Canada and that the ter- 
ritorial courts of Montana which tried 
him’ at Fort Benton had no jurisdic- 
tion. ; 

Moreover, it. is now believed that 
Spopee committed the murder in self 
defense. He and another Indian, Good 
Ridder, asked a white man for food. 
Their request was denied, and the 
white man denounced Spopee, finally 
assaulting him with an ax. The In- 
dian claims to have fired in self de- 
fense, and his story 1s credited by the 
department of justice. 

Commissioner Setls’of ‘the Indian of- 
fice took the case up‘personally and ar- 
ranged to send Spopee back to his peo- 
ple.

SEVENTEEN YEAR LOCUST. 


Department of Agriculture Has De- 
fined Its Activity. 

The department of agriculture has is- 
sued a notice of the appearance of 
the famous periodical locusts—“seven 
year,” “thirteen year” and “seventeen 
year.” The locust this time has made 
its debut in West Virginia. The locust 
takes many years to develop, but there 
are several recognized broods in differ- 
ent places over the United States. 

The brood is common this year all 
over West Virginia, most of Ohio and 
with a sprinkling in the counties of 
Pennsylvania and Virginian. This is 
the northern variety of the “seventeen 
year” locust. There is another variety 
known as the “thirteen year" locust, 
but this is confined to the extreme 
south and never extends beyond the 
Potomac or farther than the southern 
part of Illinois. 

In the grounds of the department of 
agriculture more than a decade ago 
some of the insects were collected and 
allowed to deposit their é@ggs in the 
shade trees. A record was made of the 
time when these eggs were planted, 
and they hatched out exactly seventeen 
years afterward, ‘just as the name 
would indieate. 

The locusts really do very little dam- 
age and do not injure Jarge trees at all. 
They may do @ little damage to young 
nurseries or young orchards, where a 
grent many eggs have been deposited 
in the tender trees; but even with the 
young nurseries tlie bulk of the dam- 
age can be headed off by a vigorous 
pruning back after the eggs have been 
deposited. 

Experiments: have been tried with 
earbolic acid {washes and numerous 
other insecticides. Few of them seem 
to Rave any material eff€ct in checking, 
the work of the insect.

In 1775 it.took General Washington 
twelve days to travel from Philadel- 
phia to Cambridge by coach, and in 
1805 Benjamin Franklin wrote. “you 
;can no more get to centre. New Hamp- 
ishire by coach than to Baffin’s bay.” 

Early in the 1800's stage coaches in- 
creased rapidly and better roads were 
demanded. As neither towns nor 
counties could afford to build them, 
turnpike corporations were chartered 
by the State, which laid out roads and 
collected tolls from travellers. Han- 
cock street, Quincy avenue and Wash- 
ington were originally turn- 
pikes. 

From 1800 to 1850 stage coach lines 
jand turnpikes flourished together but 
when steam railroads appeared both 
gradually faded away. In 1832 there 
‘were 93 stage coach lines running out 
of Boston, and this was probably the 
highest point reached. In 1818 most 
of the New England stage lines con- 
solidated as the Eastern Stage Com- 
pany, it flourished greatly until steam 
came in. It was probably the first 
transportation trust in New. England. 

At least, as early as 1810, a line of 
coaches ran between Boston, 
mouth and Sandwich. Leonard and 
Wood carried on the business, and one 
of their posters with a picture of four 
spirited horses drawing a_ graceful 
coach may be seen in the Old State 
House, Boston. It left Boston (Dock 
Square, Boyden’s Inn,) at 5 A. M., 
breakfast at Leonard’s Inn, Scituate; 
dinner at Nicholson’s Inn, Plymouth, 
‘arrived at Newcomb’s Inn, Sandwich 
in the evening. The route, with its

The accompanying cut of the stage 
coach shows the type used generally 
hereabouts. It was built by Samuel} 
Downing of Concord, N. H., in 1850, | 
the seats on top were added later. It | 
is stronger but less graceful than the} 
earlier English models, which carried 
but nine passengers inside, while this | 
coach seated twelve inside and six- | 
teen outside. The Concord coaches | 
were widely used upon the Great | 
Plains of the West. | 

Franklin W. Hatch of Marshfield 
owns this interesting old relic of by- 
gone days. Its great rear wheels are 
more than five feet in diameter. There 
are four seats holding three persons! 
each, inside, those in the front and 
rear face towards the centre, the two | 
in the centre facing each other, hav-} 
ing back rests of wide leather bands. | 
The driver’s seat holds three, two top 
seats four each and a projecting seat! 
on behind three more. Thirty passen- 
gers was a comfortable load. The 
roomy baggage rack on beltind has a) 
windlass for tightening the baggage 
strap.

BOSTON TAKES THE LEAD 


Running Expenses Heavier Than That 
of Any Other American City — 

Washington, July 15.—In ten years 
the per capita tat payments of "met- 
ropolitan class” city dwellers for the 
general expenses of government have 
increased 33.3 percent, or practicaily 
one- third. 

This big increase is shown in offi- 
cigl figures Trom ‘the censtis bureau 
compiled for the census years of 1902 
and 1912; just made public. In 1902 
the average per capita payments were 
but $13.02, while in 1912 each city 
resident had to pay $17.34. 
‘Boston, “it is stated, is the most 
expensiveéy governed of all American 
cities on a per capita basis. It costs 
each resident of Boston $28.06 to run 
the’ general “departments of ‘govern- 
méat, $3.19 forthe police depart- 
meht, ‘$2.26 for the fire’ department, 
and $6: 89 for edification .

The administration at Washington 
received information that members of 
General Huerta’s family had arrived at 
Vera Cruz, For some reuson this: in- 
formation was guarded rather carefal- 
ly; and the’ full significance of the ad- 
vices received -in ‘connection with’ it 
could not be ascertained from any au- 
thoritative source, says a dispatch to 
the New York Times. There is no 
donbt, however, that well informed of- 
ficials of the government regarded tbe 
presence of the Huerta famf{ly at Vera 
Cruz as merely preliminary to the 
flight of the dictator. from the capital: 

The advices received were coupled 
with the information that the wife of 
Senor Moheno, former minister of for- 
eign affairs in the Huerta cabinet, was 
with the Huerta party and would wait 
at Vera @ruz for the arrival of her hus- 
band befage sailing away from Mexivo. 
From ‘this it was inferred that Huerta 
and Moheno would leave the City .of 
Mexico together and join’ their famf- 
lies at Vera Cruz. 

There is a growing feeling that with | 
Huerta removed as a factor in- the 
Mexican situation the chief obstacle-to 
a peaceable’ udjustment of Mexiéo’s 
troubles will disappear. But the Wi- 
son administration has found it. diff 
cult to conrince the Constitutionalls 
leaders that its interest in i}, can i 
settlement is born of a desire to. do 
what is best for Mexico's welfare. As 
long as the revolutionists found the 
United States govéerhment willing. to 
help along the anti-Huerta caiise by 
its attitude concerning shipments of 
arms ‘and ammunition into” Mexico, 
they showed an extremely friendly dis- 
position toward the administrition.

Cannot Set a Bone. 

As a rule, the Chinese doctor cannot 
set a bone. Men whose broken Iimbs 
could be stuck together by an ordi- 
nary man in Europe or America be- 
come permanent. cripples in China. 
Such are to be seen even on the streets 
of Canton, .Shanghal. and Peking, 
where the services of the foreign doc- 
tors are always available, They are 
men who have gone to, their own in- 
stead of foreign doctors and probably 
have received plasters or even medi- 
cine to take internally for their brok- 
en bones. 

Some of the tales that go through 
the country about the missionary doc- 
tors are to these people like stories of 
the Bible. A man learns of a surpris- 
ing cure, which seems to him miracu- 
lons. A friend has been shot by brig- 
ands or by maranding troops of the 
government and is paralyzed down 
one side as a result. The foreign doc- 
tor opens his hend. takes out a. little 
plece of metal, and the man begins at 
once to walk and talk, Or it might be 
fn the case of a woman who was 
blind from a cataract and received 
sight. 


67,812,000 Inhabitants In Germany. 

Germany has now 67,812,000 inhabi- 
tants, according to the imperial statis- 
tical office.

That of Carman Maid 


ACCUSED “DOUBLE-GROSSED” 


Statement of Husband When District 
Attorney Reverses. Earlier Decision 
to Have Mrs, Carman Tell Her 
Story to Grand Jury—Prosecutor 
Said to Fear immunity 


Freeport; N. Y., July 16.—Adding 
another strong link to ‘the chain of 
circumstantial evidence that is be- 
fng wrapped about Mrs. Florence 
Carman, Frauk: Farrell, a tramp, 
gave important testimony before the 
Nassau grand jury at Mineola in- 
vestigating the murder of Mrs. Louise 
Bailey. 

Farrel]. told the grapd jury, it was 
learned, that he applied to the Car- 
jan bome for food on June 30—the 
night of the murder. He said the 
hegro maid refused his request. He 
was ‘just leaving the back door, he 
asserted, when he heard a pistol shot. 


‘Turning around, he said he saw 4- 


woman running from the window in 
Dr. Carman's office—through which 
the fata] shot was fired—to tbe kitch- 
en door. 

Asked how she was dressed, Far- 


rell told the grand jurors that as near 


as he could make out she wore a long 
white coat! He said’; Nowever, 
it, was dark and that he couldn't make 
out just what she did wear. 

Mrs. Carman has maintained that 

she was upstairs, wearing a kimono, 
when the shot was fired. Celia 
Coleman, the negro maid who gave 
such damaging evidence against her, 
assefts Mrs: Carman rushed into the 
Kitchen from the yard immediately 
after the shot was fired, fully dressed, 
but she did not mention her having 
a long cloak on. The tramp’s testi- 
mony further confused the matter 
about the dress of the woman seen in 
the yard. 
’ pistrict Attorney Smith made it 
known that he had definitely decided 
not to call Mrs, Carman before the 
grand jury. Smith believes that to 
allow her to testify would be to grant 
immunity. ‘ 

Mrs. Carman’s attorney prepared 
a petition asking that body that 
they demand Mrs. Carman’s pres- 
ence on the stand. It was pre- 
sented to’the jury forthwith. The 
district attorney’s decision was the 
occasion of a long statement by Car- 
man. 

“The dittrict attorney has double- 
crossed me and-my wife,” he said, 
“The day after, the dictagraph was 
discovered jn my office he appeared 
and told my wife that he was there as 
a friend, not as an official, and that 
he would do everything he could for 
her. He assured her that if she had 
told’ him about the telephonic device 
on the night of the murder he would 
have been able to smooth the whole 
thing over.” — ., 

There was a written sitpulation be- 
tween his wife and the district attor- 
ney, according to Carman, to the ef- 
fect that she would be allowed to ap- 
pear before the grand jury and waive 
immunity. Carman said his wife’s 
persistent faith in the district attor- 
ney, in spite of his warnings, was 
the cause of her present dilemma.

“My greatest suffering came from 
loneliness,” he says. “After the first 
two or three weeks, after I had accus- 


longing for the sight of a human face. 
“It haunted me, that desire, and I

It was 
like an awful thirst. I never wanted ; 
to see anything so badly in my life as 
I did a human. The lowliest newsboy 
on a city’s street, the vilest outcast of 
society, I would have greeted as a long 
lost brother.” 

Any one talking with Joseph 
Knowles can realize his need of hu 
man companionship. He is a compan- 
jonable sort of man. Big and muscu 
lar, with pleasing blue eyes and iron 
gray, thick hair, he clasps your hand 
with a real man’s clasp and says 
“Howdy” with a real man’s stile. 
He is not the kind for keeping to him- 
self, away from the haunts of men. 


Calls Salt Unnecessary. 


While he was about it Knowles shat- | 
tered another institution of modern 
men, or, for that matter, of ages agone 
—that ingrained belief that man must 
have salt or die. Knowles says man 
does not need ‘salt, and in that he 
treads heavily on the toes of most phy- 


sicians, 


Knowles had no salt when he went 
into the Maine woods. He found none 
there. But he lived and says he could 
have kept on living without it. 

“I found that food did not taste so 
good without salt seasoning.” he said, 
“but I found that F did not need it. 
There is sufficient salt in the food we 
eat and sufficient Created in our bodies 
to supply our needs. I found out after 
I came out of the woods that there is 
a tribe in Siberia that has no word for 
Salt. It is entirely unknown to them," 

Knowles had only one object in view 
when he went into ‘the Maine woods. 
That was to prove that man could ex- 
ist away from mankind, without the 
aid of man’s variety of helps to living, 
without the things man believes he 
eannot possibly do without. When he 
goes into the California wilderness, 
where he has never been and there- 
fore is not familiar with, he means to 
go a step farther, 


Wants to Prove Independence. 


“This time I want not only to live,! 
but 1 want to do something worth| 
while, to accomplish something besides 
existence,” he said. “I want to prove 
that man is not the dependable crea- 
ture he belfeves himself to be: that if 
he has to begin all over again, if he 
has to start as primitive man started, 
he can rise above his circumstances 
and grow, 

“Il mean to manufacture for myself 
clothing of a finer grade than uncured 
bearskin. I mean to manufacture from

“As yet I have no skins for covering 
at night, but my fire is so arranged 
that it burns all night, throwing out 
an even heat and keeping the mos- 
quitoes on the outside. In this way I 
pass a comfortable night and get all 
the sleep I require.”

Having promised to come back in 
clothes which would be fit for winter 
wear Mr. Knowles thought he had 
best set about making some sort of a 
trap to catch the fur animals.

at the pit yesterday and nothing had 
passed on the trail leading to the 
trap. This pitfall is about a mile from 
my camp in a berry country, where 
the bears are feeding at this time of 
the year. 

“I was returning to camp near night 
fall when I heard a crash In the diree 
tion of the trap. I listened for another 
sound, but heard none, so I decided I 
had started a bear. 

“When a bear is suddenly started he 
usually makes one bound and then 
creeps away quietly, while a deer when 
started will continue to run regardless 
of the noise it is making until out of 
danger. 

“The one bound led me to believe 
this animal was a bear, but as it was 
growing dark and I had about a mile 
to go before reaching camp I did not 
bother to look at the trap the second 
| time. 

“As I thought it over last night I de- 
cided to visit the trap in the morning. 
I was up early and off to the pitfall. 


Kills Bear With a Club. 


“There was my bear, tearing around 
and pacing back and forth at the bot. 
tom of the pit. The more he would 
dig at the bottom the more secure the 
pit became and the less his chances to 
scale the sides. 

“When I attempted to stir.him with 
a pole he did not show a friendly dis- 
position. He stood up on bis hind legs 
and with one blow of his paw knocked 
it out of my hands I was:giad it was 
the pole and not me that: received; that 
blow. 

“Now that I had the. best the next 
thing was to kill him.; If he had been 
a young cub | would bave tried to 
bring him to my camp and tame him. 
But this yearling was too husky for 
one man to handle, and he was beyond 
the tamage age. So I decided to settle 
With him in the pit and take no fur- 
ther chances. 

“I secured a stont club and, leaning 
down over the pit, awaited my oppor- 
Once in the mixup the rim of 
the pit crumbled under my feet, and I 
nearly fell into the pit with the bear. 
I finally landed a blow on the bear's 
head that put an end to him.”

Charge’ Is Detayed: 
ON BAIL 


Aécudéd Worttan and Husband Reject 
Proposal to Enter Plea of Guilty 
and Tell Story of Domestic Troubles 
With Hint. That 
Filed by District Attorney 


Freeport, N. Y., July 17.—Por- 
ence Carman was indicted ‘for man- 
Slaughter in the first degree by the 
Nashua county grand jury, sitting at 
Minegla. The jury reached a. deci- 
sion after two hours’ deliberation. 
The original plan was to present 
pene indictment at once, but after a 
telephone communication with Su- 
|preme Court Justice Van Sicklen at 
‘Jamaica it was learned that he could 
not reach Mineola to. receive the jury’s 
findings, so the formal presentment 
will not be made until this afternoon. 

Mrs. Carman will be arraigned im- 
mediately afterward and. will plead 
| not guilty. Her trial will be fixed 
;for the September sitting of the su- 
preme court at Mineola. Her coun- 
sel will straightaway ask for her lib- 
erty under bail, and unless present 
indications miscarry the request will 
be granted. 

-_ An effort was made to get Mrs. 
| Carman to agree to plead guilty to the 
charge of manslaughter, and tell the 
entire story of her family differences, 
with the hint that the district attor- 
ney might consent to put her case on 
| file without sentence. 

Both Dr, and Mrs. Carman refused 
to agree to the. proposal, on the 
ground that Mrs. Carman could not 
| plead guilty to a crime she did not 
| commit. 
| Mansleughter in the first degree is 
punishable by imprisonment for a 
term of not exceeding twenty years. 
It will be possible, however, for the 
| jury that tries her to bring in a ver- 
| dict of manslaughter in the second 
degree: Such a crime is punishable 
by imprisonment fer a term not ex- 
ceeding fifteen years or a fine not ex- 
ceeding $1000.

At the battle of Fort Donelson he 
was tuken prisoner and confined in 
Fort Chase.

His mother made a personal appeal to 
President Lincoln, and he was released 
on parole. At the close of the war he 
was studying law in Cumberland uni- 
versity, graduating in 1867, 

Justice Lurton’s father, Lyeurgus B. 
Lurton, bad been a plysician, but in 
IS7U he gave up medicine for the 
church, and was ordained a Protestant 
Episcopal minister. 


When, he was thirty years old Jus- 


tice Lurton was appointed chancellor | 


of the sixth chancery division of Ten- 


nessee by Governor James D. Porter, 


to fill a vacancy, He was the young- 
est innn who had ever held the place. 
In 1IS76 he was elected to the same 


position without opposition. In 1878 
he resigned and returned to the prac- 
tice of law at Clarksville, in*partner- 
ship with Charles G. Smith. At that 
period he was president of the Farm- 
ers and Mechanics’ National bank. 

In 1888 he was elected a judge of the 
supreme court of Tennessee and be- 
came chief justice in January, 1893.

SOUTHERLAND LAST OF 
CIVIL WAR NAVAL HEROES 


Won His Way From Ranks—Served as 
Sailor When Only Fourteen. 


Rear A‘dthiral William H: H. South- 
erland, the last oflicer of the United 
States navy until recently on the ac- 
ive list who served in the civil war 
and who has been retired, was born in 
New York city on July 10, 1852, and 
by the time he was fourteen years old 
| had served a brief term in the volun- 
teer navy during the latter part of the 
civil war. In IS8G7 he again enlisted 
in the service, this time as a naval ap- 
prentice, and bad served one year and 
seven months when in June, 1868, he 
received au xppointment to Annapolis 
as the midshipman representative from 
one of the New York city congression- 
al districts. He was graduated from 
Annapolis in 1872, his first, service as 
an officer being on the old frigate Tus 
carora of the Pacitic fleet. 

When the war with Spain began 
Southerland was in command of the 
little gunboat Eagle and as the com- 
mander of that vessel fought the first 
naval engagement of that war. It 
may be mentioned that, the Eagle is 
now in Vera Cruz harbor, where she 
is one of the principal units in the 
mosquito division of Admiral Wins 
low’s special service squadron. 

In 1906 Southerland was promoted 
to the rank of captain and four years 
later was nominated by President Taft 
for flag rank ‘aiid placed in command 
of the First division of the Pacific 
fleet. Subsequently he was made com 
mander in chief of that organization 
In March, 1911, he commanded the ex- 
pedition that invaded Nicaragua and 
re-established order In that Central 
American state. 

Admiral Southerland is new a mem 
ber of the general board of the navy. 
of which Admirh! Dewey is*the presi 
dent, and {is also the president of the 
naval retiring board, which a few days 
ago was brought prominently before 
the public as the result of the annual 
“plucking” of naval officers. 

The retirement of Admiral Souther 
land promoted Captain Charles <A 
Gove, commandant of the naval train 
ing stution at San Francisco, to flag 
rank. Captain Geve, who ts a native 
is a former com- 
mander of the Dreadnought Delaware 
und a son of the late Captain J. A 
Gove, U. S. A.. who was a patty at the 
battle of Gaines’ Mill, Va.. in 1862.

London, July 17.—George Carpen- 
tier, heavyweight champion of Eu- 
rope, Won a decision over “Gunboat’ 
Smith, white heavyweight champion 
ot America, on a foul at the Olympia 
here last night. The fight was sched- 
uled for twenty rounds, The foul 
occurred in the sixth round. 

The battle was fought before a 
which in- 


crowd estimated at 20,000, 
cluded probably 2000 avomen and a 
large number of the aristocracy of 


kKurope. They paid more than $75,- 
v00 to see the battle-~-the third Jarg- 
est “gate” in the history of. pugilism. 
The fight was for the world’s white 
heavyweight championship, the win- 
ner to have a claim on the world’s 
championship if JAek Johnson should 
refuse to meet him. Thousands 
crowded about the arena unable to 
get seats in the building when the 
great battle was staged. 
Carpentier was a slight

Her husband, Dr. Ed- 
ward Carman, stood beside her. 

Smith Cox and Ernest C. Randall 
of Freeport, Mrs. Carman’s home, 
turnished the bond and she was re- 
leased. 

New evidence is reported discoy- 
ered against Mrs. Carman. Celia 
Coleman, the negro maid in the Car- 
man home, is said to have told the | 
district attorney that Mrs. Carman, | 
on the night she entered the kitchen | 
from the outside right after the fatal 
| shot was fired, acted'as though she 
were hiding something under her left 
arm. The maid in her previous 
“amplified” statement had said Mrs. 
Carman did not have a gun in her 
hand. 

It is reported that the prosecuting | 
authorities hope that a stronger | 
superséding indictment may be re-| 
; turned later on the basis of new evi- 
| dence. This evidence, it is said, was 
| discovered about the time the man- 
| slaughter charge wa decided upon. 

Dr. Carman announced that he

‘oy Badly Tang, 
WEEDING GUT MANY CLAIMS 


' Liens Againet Estate Aggregate Almost 
Million Dollare—idol of New York's 
Bowery Had Careless Way of Doing 
Business— Certain That. Some of 
Claims Are Fraudulent. 


Claims aggregating more than- $700,- 
000 have been filed against the estate 
of the late Timothy D. Sullivan, and 
because the appraisals of the estate 
made so far amount to only $1,001,- 
| 277.33 there have been rumors .that 
nothing would be lef¢ for the heirs. 
But this appraisal was exclusive of 
|any of the realty:in which the estate 
had ar equity of about $570,000. It is 
certain. that all of the claims will not 
tbe paid.. ‘Iwo of them aggregate $370,- 
1000. Who these claimants are will not 
be made known until a final settle- 
ment.is teached or until the courts pick 
out the just from the unjust claims. 

Mr. Sullivan was careless in_bus!l- 
ness matters. He never knew what he 
owed. or what he possessed. He was 
jabsolutely indifferent concerning mon- 
ey. While be stood on the deck of the 
steamship on his last trip abroad he 
saw on the pler a man who had ren- 
dered him some service. He sent a 
| messenger to this man to learn what 
| his bill was. The man replied that if 
me never got another cent from: Mr. 
Sullivan be would consider himself 
well paid for anything he had done. 
Mr. Sullivan wrote a check for $1,000 
jand sent it to the man. Among other 
iclaims filed against the estate is a 
elaim from this man amounting to 
many thousands of dollars. , 

A. short time before Mr. Sullivan 
died: he berrowed $50,000 from a Brook- 
lyn bank, leaving securities worth 
about $200,000 as collateral. He re- 
dnced the loan by payments to $12,000 
When the executors took charge of the 
estate they discovered this loan with 
a lst of tte securities deposited to se- 
cure it. ‘They were fearful that the 
loan’ night “be overlooked, and so a 
check was deposited to cover the note 
when:it became due. The securities 
were taken awey, and when they were 
examined it was found that among 
them were some worth $45,000 which 
‘did not appear on the list found among 
Mr. Sullivan's effects. 

Gross Carelessness. 

The executors) found other glaring 
instanees of carelessness that made the 
task. of getting the estate into some 
sort of business shape difficult. It was 
this that set them back and led to 
threats by Surrogate Cohalin against 
the executors for their delay in filing’ 
an inventory. 

It is said.that some of the stocks and 
bonds were widervahied in the ap- 
praisal, and that the total estate, after 
all the debts are paid, will amount to 
more than $1,000,000, William B. El- 
son, counsel for the executors, who 
was a warm friend of Mr. Sullivan, 
said that no doubtful claim would be 
| pid. until after it had borne the scru- 
tiny of a court. He said that undoubt- 
edly. many of the claims were just or 
had‘some element of fairness in them, 
but that others were surely unworthy. 

“Many of the claims that have been 
filed.” said Mr. Ellison, “are entirely 


have been able to judge. There is no 
-~written evidence to support many of 
these claims, which rest, so far as’ 1 
fave been able to learn, on conversa- 
Hons. between claimant and the de- 
ceased, and are therefore not admissi- 
ble in court procedure. Many of the 
claims appear to me to be spurious, 
and display attempts to take advan- 
tage of a dead man’s estate. 
Will Fight legal Claims, 

“No claim will be paid that cannot 
be legally proved, if for nu other rea- 
son than that there are infants inter- 
ested as bereficiaries whose share may 
not be made subject of charitable dis- 
position. In order to expedite the liqui- 
dation of the estate I shall reject every 
claim concerning which there is the 
ledst question, and that applies to sub- 
stantially all of =the claims presented. 
This rejection brings all of the claims 
within the short statute of limitation, 
which is six months. 

“When all of the claims are in I 
shall take-up edch one and investigate 
{t, and if-I am convinced that a claim 
ean be legally. proved, it will be satis-- 
fied without litigation. The others will 
be: litigated providing the claimants 
have the-hardihoed to press thém to a 
trial.. The*refection of the’ claims made 
so far was for the purpose of winding 
up the estnte and was not at all frme- 
tions. At the same time I was deter- 
mined that every claimant should bring 
himself within the rules of legal proof. 

“TF believe that this course will result 
In greatiy reducing the total of the es- 
tate’s indelfedness. I will be disap- 
pointed. if, when the matter is all 
thrashed out, the total of the debts 
exceeds one-half of the total amount 
of the claims.” Palais 

Mr. Sullivan died on Aug. 31, 1913. 
He left all his property to his brother, 
Patrick H. Sullivan; his haif brother. 
Lawrenee Miillignn, and his sisters, 
Margaret f. Hickey and Mnry Ann 
Summers Mrs. Summers is dead. She 
left four children, Irene. Olive. Timo- 
thy and Charles, who will get her 


share of the estate.

FIRE ALARM 
FIEND AT WORK 


Two False Alarms Evidently 
Pulled In by Sane Party 


Pianking at Fore River Yards 


R. S. Wood, 58 years old, of 86 Riy- 
er street, Braintree, fell from a plank- 
ing at the Fore river shipyard Satur- 
day afternoon and was fatally injured.

HELPING COUNTRY LIBRARIES. 
There will be regret that Andrew 
Carnegie has issued a denial of the re- 
port that he has agreed to give a fund 
of many millions to help found coun- 
try libraries. The original statement 


of this matter brought out the fact 
that there are still 2200 counties 
lacking any public library. it is a 


field needing help quite as much, as 


the many large towns which have al-. 
ready received Mr. Carnegie’s gener-| 


ous assistance. It will be hoped how- 
ever, that he may still be considering 
some plan of this kind. 

Of course in many of these 2200 
counties there are book and magazine 
clubs. But such informal organiza- 
tions usually dispose of the volumes 
at second hand sale. Nothing is ac- 
cumulated for future years. 

Such organizations are also very 
hit or miss in their methods. Com- 
mittees on choosing books are formed 
on the basis “of social popularity. 
Their idea of literary excellence may 


be the book that advertises with the’ 


blackest gothic type. 

The selection of books for a com- 
munity reading calls for the best edu- 
cation and common sense. The read- 
ing club committee may look at a 
standard work like “Quo Vadis,” and 
seeing the name of Nero, decide that 
it is history, and they don't want it. 
They studied all the history they 
needed in school. So they buy the 
froth of the moment, which will be 
valuable to the junk man a year later. 
Also it will do to press wild flowers 
in. 

The country library is a part of the 
machinery necessary to make rural 
life attractive. With wide awake 
books, the long evening in the cross 
roads farm house looks much less 
Jonesome. 

The most important thing is a little 
permanent home, which the Carnegie 
scheme of giving has always provided. 
As long as the village book collection 
is kept in some one’s clothes closet 
or on some fly blown counter in a 
zrocery store, its volumes reflect the 
transient character of its surround- 
ings. If means can be found to 
erect a little building, the nucleus of 


a library takes on the dignity of a per-| 


manent home. People become ready 
to work to make it grow.

INCOME RAISED $16,000,000 


Commerce Commission's Orders tn- 


sisting Upon Economies and Aboli- 
tion of Certain Free Service to 
Shippers Will Add $25,000,000 to 
Coffers of Companies 


Washington, juiy 20,—Decision of 
the interstate commerce commission 
on the 5 percent advance rate asked 
by the eastern roads is ready to be 
handed down. A_ partial advance, 
3% or 4 percent, has been granted by 
the commission on certain products. 
This advnce will give to the petition- 
ing carriers an increased income of 
about $16,000,000. 

The report, it is said, also insists 
upon the institution of economies 
and the abolition of certain free 
service now granted to shippers. 
‘hese tactors will, in the opinion of 
the commission, add $25,0000,000 
more to the coffers of the railroads. 
This’ makes a total cf $41,000,0000. 

Had the full 5 percent advance and 
other demands prayed for by the car- 
riers been granted, it was expected 
the annual revenue would be in- 


Railroad representatives at present 
in Washington in expectation of the 
announcement being made refused to 
make any comment, but the intima- 
tion was that any fair increase grant- 
ed by the commission would be ac- 
ceptable. The advance of 3% or 4 
percent, it is said, will not include 
certain low gerade freight, such as 
coal, pig iron and similar products. 

The report also puts the blame for 
the present plight of the roads them- 
Selves; urges the abolition of free 
service; says there is no excuse to put 
up the price of a single commodity 
and rebukes the carriers for their 
attempts to influence public opinion. 

It is due to the insistence of Presi- 
dent Wilson that the decision of the 
cogimission has been expedited. That 
the railroads expected an advance in 
rates is indicated by the fact .that 
many, within the last few days, have 
given big orders for new equipment 
and put back many men who had been 
discharged. 


PANIC AMONG PASSENGERS 


Fifty Persons Hurt as Trolley Car 
Crashes Into Cemetery Fence 
Philadelphia, July 20.—WHight per- 
sons were seriously injured, two per- 
haps fatally, when a street car, 
crowded with pleasure seekers re-

_ Scientists are somewhat perplexed to

created by water erosion, unless, as 
Was most unlikely, there very 
large and swift stream flowing at the 
point where the brook now runs. 

Some authorities are inclined to the 
view that this bridge was due to vol-

Some of the inventors who read the 
statement of H, J. Gaisman, who, hav- 
ing received $300,000 for showing a 
method for autographing a photograph- 
ic film so that it might be reproduced 
on the finished photograph, wag led 
to remark that he believed “a glorious 
new era for the whole profession of in- 
ventors had arrived,” were skeptical 
about the approach of happier days for 
men and women of inventive genius. 
George Whigelt, president of the In- 
ventors’ League of the United States, 
made this comment: 

“As I read the account Gaisman re- 
ceived over a quarter million of dollars 
for an invention which he himself ad- 
mits he would have sold for $10,000. 
The purchaser voluntarily paid him 
many times more than he asked or 
hoped for. It is almost unbelievable 
to me. It makes the recipient stand 
out as the fortunate one of a century. 
If it were not so uncommon there 
might be some cause for congratulat- 
ing ourselves and agreeing with his 
suggestion that the poor inventor is at 
last to come into his rightful inherit- 
ance.

IN FEMALE WORKERS. 


Census Bureau Shows Gain of Nearly 
9 Per Cent From 1880 to 1910. 


The proportion of gainful workers in 
the female population of the United 
States ten years of age and over in- 
creased from 14.7 to 23.4 per cent from 
1880 to 1910, according to a report on 
occupations Which has just been pub- 
lished by Director William J. Harris 
of the bureau of the census, depart- 
ment of commerce. In the same time 
the proportion of the male population 


ten years of age and over gainfully | 


occupied increased from 78.7 per cent

rights has just as hard a struggle to- 
day to get a hearing, to sell his inven- 
tion or to interest capital as at any 
time. Of course men like Thomas A. 
Edison are better off today than simi- 
lar men in the past, because there is 
more demand for inventive genius, 
and such men have the means to make 
known and profit by their work. 

“But the inventor generally is either 
compelled to sell out for a small sum 
or be. prepared to do constant battle 
in the courts to protect his interests 
from infringement, which he cannot do 
unless he gets financial support. If he 
attempts to market his invention in a 
small way, paying as he goes from the 
profits of small sales, and should his in- 
vention be a popular one he more often 
finds that some one is reproducing it. 


Fortune Reports Often Untrue. 

“When you hear reports of some one 
getting a fortune for some simple lit- 
tle article that gives promise of great 
popular demand it is often far from 
the truth. [Tortune may come from 
years of work and struggle if the in- 
ventor has the courage to push his ar- 
ticle in a small way until he can devel- 
op his product in a larger and more 
profitable manner. Few can do this, 
so they sell, and the fortunes go to the 
capitalist who makes the investment. 

“Even the useful articles that may 
be sold at popular prices do not always 
meet success immediately. Of course 
advertising has much to do with con- 
ditions in that respect, and few invent- 
ors have the money to make known 
the worth of their goods. Then, again, 
an inventor is seldom a good business 
man, 

“A few days ago Carl Ilg, inventor 
of a garbage gathering cart and sepa- 
rator, was buried in potter’s field. He 
had refused to accept $500 for his in- 
vention after experts and city officials 
had witnessed the work of his cart.” 

President Whigelt manufactures 
some of his own inventions and has 
interested capital in others. A yeur 
ago he found that a western concern 
was selling a machine similar to one 
he was making, he says, from which 
he received no returns. He wrote 
warning the maker that it was an in- 
fringement, as he had a patent for the 
design and had a patent pending for 
the entire device. He showed a re- 
porter the copy of the patent for the 
design and then this copy of a letter 
received from the alleged infringers: 

Ha, ha! Where did you get this won- 
derful invention? Why didn’t you tell the 
trade that? And why didn’t you tell the 
trade you have been violating the law, 
misleading them quite awhile by ‘‘patent- 
ed?" You get that patent mark off your 
literature quickly, or there will be no 
question about Htigation. 

He luvited a Suit. 

“That firm has more money than I 
have, and they know it will take me 
a long time and much money to pro- 
tect myself,” said Mr. Whigelt “But 
L wrote as hot letters as I dared be- 
cause of the mails daring them to 
make an issue of it in the courts. They 
have not made a meve. But I received 
this from their attorney: 

“There may be something that you are 
using somewhere, but we understand that 
you do not claim that our client is in- 
fringing it,-and as this seems to be the 
of patent that you claim to own we 
shall advise our client accordingly. We 
were afraid that you had gained a patent 
on the earth and wanted our client to 
move off of it.” 

President Whigelt says he thinks the 
best era of prosperity for the poor tn- 
ventor would come by protection from 
the governmenf. When a patent is 
granted, he suggests, the government 
through the patent office shou!d see to 
it that none of the inventor's ‘rights is 
violated instead of leaving hin to fight 
his own battles after complying with 


the law.

MAY FLY ON SILK WINGS. 


Linen Has Call, However, For Asro- 
plane Equipment, 

Although to the lay mind the sug- 
gestion thdt aereplanes shotild be ft 
ted with silk wings may seem an un- 
necessurily eXtravitgant tdea, there are 
certain advagtages td be gained by 
such an innovation which would war- 
rant the extra expense. Not.that the 
lutter would, be very great. The cost 
of using silk’ on a modern biplane 
would not imerease the expense by 
nore than $100 per machine, while it 
is estimated that it would reduce the 
weight by about twenty pounds. Such 
a saving ip welyht, of course, is highly 
important. 

In the opinion of experts there are 
certain objections to using silk for 
aeroplane wings. It is pointed out 
that while it fs superior to inen, which 
ig now. used; in regard to. strength, it 
does net staud exposure to sun and 
rain so tvell. Furthermore, silk does 
not lerid Itself so well to dressing with 
tautening Nquids, which is essential ‘in 
order that the wings may not suffer 
anduly from the vugariles of the cli- 
mate. 

Various experiments have been made 
not only with silk, but with every kind 
of muaterial in making aeroplane wings 
—catgut, cotton, transparent celluloid 
films (in the hope of invisibility), fine 
aluminium foil (for fireproofnéss), 
wooden slats and feuthers. None of 
them, however, according to Pegasus 
in the London Times. equals linen. 
which when dressed with the tautening 
Hquids seems impervious to everything 
except accidents. 

The dressings, which consist of solu- 
tions of cnsein, are applied after the 
linen has been stretched over the 
framework. ‘Three or four thin coats 
are applied. and the effect of the dress- 
fng is to pull the whole fabric. together 
in every direction. When the couts 
are dry the linen rings like a drum to 
the fifck of the tinger and affords a 
fairly smooth surface. whichis some- 
times further improved and rendered 
water resisting by. a couch bnilderw’ 
Basible varnish.

I took 
opinions ou the London ‘ ugreement. 
Every one agreed that it created no 
government except one of armed force 
from abroad, for which all the authori- 
ties were clamoring.” 

The report accuses the Albanian gov- 
ernment of having plunged Albania 
into the throes of civil and religious 
war and appeals to Europe to remove 
the Prince of Wied and the interna- 
tional commission and to substitute a 
system of cantonal government. 

Since Mr. Williams was first men- 
tioned for the mission to Greece and 
Montenegro he has been the subject of 
pointed comment. Just about the time 
of bis nomination it became known 
that In 1911 he had bitterly assailed 
President Wilson's expressions of pub- 
lic policy. He rectified that denuncia- 
tion, however, by praising the views 
the president had expressed more re- 
cently. It was explained at the time 
that the president had known all the 
time of Mr, Williams’ former criticism 
of his views and was not offended. 

Mr. Willinms has had a varied ca- 
reer In politics and was a member of 
the house from 1801 to 18938. He be 
came prominent in Democratic circles 
as a warm advocate of free silver.

If railroad managers of that type 
buy up a lot of ,competing trolley 
lines, they give the excuse that the 
trolleys will be valuable to their busi- 
ness as “feeders.” But probably the 
real reason igs that they want a 
monopoly. ; 

Undue publicity often hurts busi- 
ness enterprise. But the diplomatists 
do not escape publicity by their in- 
directions. They underestimate the 
sagacity of the people with whom they 
deal. Their real.motive may be appar- 
ent. Their plans and purposes are 
well known, but a doubt is cast over 
their own sincerity.

A father strains every 
nerve to make both.ends.meet. He is 
seldom at home.except for meals, and 
not always then. He grows careworn 
and .irritable. He is too.busy with 
business-to take any real part in the 
training of his.children or the mate- 
rial comforts.for which he‘is slaving. 
There are many such homes as these. 

The same maybe and, less often is, 
the case with the mothers, with. older 
daughters who add to the family in- 
come. These drab little tragedies 
could be frequently avoided by a res- 
olute. denial-of.some:of the really un- 
essential things.

LATTER WANT “STRIN'G GUT 


Both Criminal and Civil Action Will 
Be Instituted Against Men of Great 
Prominence In Financial and Busi- 
ness World—Thorough Test of Ef- 
ficiency of Sherman Law 


Washington, July 21.—Civil suit to 
Beparate the New York, New Haven 
and Hartford Railroad company from 
its subsidiary rail, trolley and steam- 
ship lines will be brought by Attorney 
Genera! McReynolds in the United 
States district court at New York 
within the next few days. 

A final effort to settle the problem 
without litigation ended in failure, 
although McReynolds, T. W. Greg- 
ory, special assistant in charge of 
the case, and a committee of New 
Haven directors were in conference 
many hours. 

The committee had 
sale of the. Boston and Maine stock 
owned by the New Haven. It desired 
this sale to be made free of condi- 
tions imposed by the state of Massa- 
chusetts and is-safld to have declared 
that an unconditional sale of the Bos- 
ton and Maine stock wonld insure a 
price $10,000,000 above what the New 
Haven might otherwise hope to get. 

The New Haven ease will be laid 
before President Wilson and the cabi- 
net and a detailed explanation of the 
course pursued by the department in 
its long negotiations with the railroad 
to untangle it ont of court probably 
will follow, It is not doubted that the 
4lepurtment’s course will be approved. 

There is but litthe doubt that on 
the heels of the suit will come an ef- 
fort to have a federal grand jury in 
New York return indictments against 
many directors of the New Haven who 
served in the days When it was build- 
ing ub a system which, the attorney 
general holds, is a combination in re- 
straint of trade. Both the civil and 
erfminal actfons will be taken under 
the Sherman law, and the whole case 
is regarded by the department as the 
most important undertaken in this: ad- 
mifiistration. 

Never before has any administration 
planned to prosecnte criminally men 
of snéh prominence in the financial 
and business world and the outcome 
of these proceedings may determine 
the value’ of the Sherman law as a 
criminal. statute. 

To the civil suit the "New Haven 
is not expected to make any strong 
resistance, except possibly to attempt 
to prevent the state of Massachusetts 
trom intervening to preserve certain 
rights Which it holds with respect to 
the Boston and Maine 

In the government's bill, the New 
tHHaven will be charged with being’a 
monopoly in control of New Ingiand’s 
transportation, with being a combi- 
nation in restraint of trade and in 
violation of the Sherman law. The

The blue-is deeper not be- 
cuuse the dust there is tiner thap in 
the northern. countries, but beciiuse 
in the countries of the north, due to 
the greater coolness of the alr, the 
vapor tore readily condeuses. upon 
the dust particles.. The dust particles 
thus become hitger and consequdatly 
not sv effective jo turning back the 
blue rays alone, but others are also 
reflected, and i grayish effect is pro- 
duced. In a single location the blue 
of the sky may appear bluer at one 
time than another. he sky is often- 
tines said to be very blue when some 
white .cumulus. clouds are outlined 
against it... The sky ds then nu deep 
blue by contrast with the brilliant 
white. After u shower, when ‘the 
lower strntum of alr‘is washed of ‘its 
coarse dust pitticies, a deeper and 
purer blue is the result.

But this ts only a very sinall portion 
of the whole amount of heat given out 
by the sup. The total solar heat is 
enough to melt every day a layer of 
ice ten and one-half miles thick, about 
the entire sun, or, to take l’rofessor 
Tyndall's comparison, the sun’s heat 
emitted in one hour fs equal to that 
produced by burning a seam of coal 
sixteen and one-half miles thick.—Phil- 
adelphia Inquirer.

In the land of the Niger, says Mr. P.

Treating a Corn. 

Whether a corn is treated at home ait 
by a chiropodist, the treatment is the 
same.

The etber evaporates, 
leaving a layer of cullodion to hold the 
acid while this does its work. After 
applying this regulurly for four or five 
days the foot is sonked in hot water, 
when the corn can be picked out in 
one piece, leaving a hole, which quick~ 
ly fills up. Some chiropodists eat the 
corn out by repeated applications of 
nitric acid, picking away the parts of 
the corn destroyed at each treatment | 
Every time you cut a corn yourself 
you run the risk of blood poisoning.—

* Trouble In Solving. 

Two Arabs stopped at an oasis to 
have luncheon.

PENSIONS GO DOWN, 


The cost of military pensions to the 
Zovernment of the United States, 
which reached its summit in the fiscal 
year, now ending, is expected to begin 
to go down, and will undoubtedly go 
down rapidly unless the amounts 
paid to individual pensioners are 
again increased by Congress. 

During the first ten months of the 
present fiscal year the number of Civil 
war veterans on the pension list de- 
creased from 462,000 to 435,000 and 
5,000 additional names will be dropped 
by the time the year ends. The pen- 
sion estimates for the next fiscal year 
are, therefore, fixed at $169,000,000 as 
against 7180,000,000 for the present 
fiscal year. Eleven millions of dol- 
lars does not seem very much when 
compared with $169,000,000, but it is 
a considerable sum, and adding it to 
the reduction anticipated in the next 
twelve months, the decrease in the 
branch of government expense should 
equal the sums raised by the income 
corporation tax. 

It is interesting to note in connec- 
tion with the expense of $180,000,000 
for military pensions in the’ present 
fiscal year the sums paid out by other 
warlike nations for the same __ pur- 
poses. “Germany paid out only 
$110,000 in the past year: Great 
Britian, $117,848; Russia and Japan, 
the two nations that engaged in the 
bloodiest war since our Civil war, 
plainly have no money to spare for 
pensions. Japan’s pension expense 
last year was $7000; that of Russia, 
$3397.—Pittsburg Post.

NEW SHAH OF PERSIA 


Boy of 16 Takes Oath Upon Attaining

| Teheran, July 22.—Sultan Ahmed 
Mirza, the 16-year-old Shah of Per- 
sia, on attaining his official majority, 
took the constitutional oath of office 
in the palace of the national council. 

The litle shah drove to the palace in 
a glass cpach drawn by eight white 
horses. The procession passed 
through the gayly decorated streets 
of the capital, which were carefully 
guarded. 

Large bodies of police and troops 
were stationed in strategic positions 
and the entire route was lined by po- 
lice and native gendarmerie as well 
as the famous “Cossack brigade,” 
while mounted men surrounded the 
shah’s carriage and also those of the 
cabinet ministers and other officials 
following him. 

On entering the palace the shah 
bowed to the assemblage and then 
pronounced the constitutional oath.

‘Calltaux Did Not. Realize How 


Wife's: Soul: Was: Ravaged 
‘UPROAR AT TRIAL OF WOMAN 


Hoots and Cheers as Political Phase 
of Tragedy Which Resulted In Cal- 
mette’s Death Is Entered Upon In 
Testimony of Former Premier In 
Behalf of Wife Accused of Murder 


Paris, July 22.—Joseph Caillaux 
held the court for two tense hours 
‘testifying in defense of his wife, who 
the prisoner’s inclosure,

charged with the killing of Gaston j 


Calmette, editor of The Figaro. 

The former premier, still one of the 
most powerful men in France, domi- 
jnated the proceedings, imposing upon 
ithem his personality and uncommon 
leitts of leadership. 
| “EL accuse myself,” he cried in one 
| climax. “FE committed a fault. I 
should myself have acted, but, ab- 
sorbed by public affairs, I failed to 
‘realize the ravages Calmette’s calum- 
nies had made on the soul of my 
wife.” 

The trial has entered upon the po 
litical phase, and those who sat in 
‘the courtroom had occasion to bring 
.to mind that Caillaux is the strong 
jman of the Radical groups now ruling 
| France. : 
| He would, he said, tell the jury 
; the history of his private life from his 
'tirst marriage down to the sad event 
| which caused his presence on the 
stand. He explained the incident of 
the two letters he supposed had been 
‘destroyed at the time of his divorce 
'from his first wife. He only knew 
lor their existence when a friend 
{warned him they were about to be 
| published. 

When he married Mme. Raynouard 
he knew for the first time’ what true 
lhappiness was. “She was a most 
tender, affectionate wife,” said Cail- 


{ 


laux. “We lived, and Hve, in the 
‘closest communion of heart and 
mind. My wife, however, took alarm 


at the dangers my political campaign 
exposed me to. She tried to dis- 
suade me from entering Doumergue’s 
| cabinet. The income tax, she said, 
jhad formidable adversaries, and 6 
should be the object of fierce press 
campaigns. 
| “As she foretold, the attacks re- 
'commenced with redoubled fury, but 
1 refused to adopt the means em- 
| ployed by other politicians to stop 
them. I pursued my way undeterred, 
1 could not believe that anyone would 
/ publish the ‘Thy Joe’ letters, although 
I had been warned by Pierre Morder, 
| by, the Princess of Monaco and by the 
| Princess of Mesagne-Estradere.” 
After the publication of the “Thy 
| Joe” letter Caillaux’s first wife tele- 
phoned to him to clear herself of any 
suspicion he might have had that she 
| was responsible for its divulgence. 
“At that time,” said Caillaux, “Il 
tirmly believed that other letters 
would be published. My wife shared 


my belief, which was confirmed by 
information from a number of per- 
sons.” 


Up to this time Caillaux had been 
moderately calm, but now he worked 
himself up to a violent fit of indigna- 
tion as he denounced the .calumnies 
levelled against his honesty. 

Returning to the “Thy Joe” letter, 
he described the effect of its publi- 
cation on his wife. Finally he became 
so impregnated with her fears that 
{other letters would be published that 
he consulted President Poincare, who 
did his best to reassure him and ad- 
vised. him to consult a lawyer. 

“My lawyer told me,” continued 
Caillaux, “that nothing could be done. 
I then said to my wife: ‘Be reassured. 
{ will go and smash Calmette’s snout 
myself.’ After that I felt relieved in 
mind, but my wife, on the other 
hand, was depressed. 

“At the police station, on my way 
home from the senate, I learned of 
the tragedy. My wife’s constant 
prayer was: ‘I hope he is not serious- 
ly hurt; I meant only to give him a 
lesson.’” 

Caillaux next entered upon the 
purely political phase of his deposi- 
tion. The excitement of the listeners 
reached fever heat. Some of his 
statements were mingled with hoots 
and cheers, despite the stern threats 
of the presiding judge to arrest any 
disturber. 

The campaign carried on by The 
Figaro, Caillaux said, was meant to 
Strike him down at any cost. because 
he stood for the income tax and the 
interests behind The Figaro hated 
that measure of fiscal reform. He 
Strongly denied the accusation of 
criminal prevarication in..the Roch- 
ette affair and of treason in connec- 
tion with the Franco-Germah tieaty.

FOR STARVING WIFE 


Well-to-Do Farmer Jailed on 
Charge of Murder 


Parkersburg, W. Va., July 22.— 
Samuel Cunningham, a _ Belleville 
farmer, is in the county jail awaiting 
k hearing on charges made by J. E. 
Mayhew, state humane agent. 

Cunningham, reputed to be wealthy, 
Was arrested on a warrant sworn to 
by Mayhew, charging first degree 
murder.

It is alleged in the warrant that Cun- 
ningham not only failed to 
his wife with food for twelve days 
prior to her death last Friday, but 
that he purchased a coffin three weeks 
ago and began digging a grave a week 
ago.

The exhibition itself, which has the 
official support of more than forty gov- 
ernments, affords abundant evidence of 
the progress which has been made. (me 
room—a writing room—is completely 
furnished in rubber. The walls are 
covered in rubber skillfully disguised 
as wall paper, the pictures are mounted 
in rubber frames, and the carpet is of 
the same all conquering material. The 
tables and chairs, the blotters, paper 
weights and letter racks, the inkstands 
' and the penholders are of rubber, while 
the electric table lamps are of vul- 
canite. 


Curtains of Rubber. 

The housewife will probably examine 
the window curtains carefully, for here 
at last she will imagine the utility of 
rubber breaks down. But as a matter 
of fact the daintily designed curtains, 
| like everything else, are of rubber, at- 

tached to rubber rings and hung on a 

rubber pole.

The court is made in 
square blocks of rubber grown on a 
British plantation, and they have been 
laid down so carefully that the surface 
is almost as level as a billiard table. 
Wonderful Rubber Age. 

So, as Philip Gibbs, writing in the 
London Daily Chronicle, says, it is easy 
| for the man who will stretch his imag- 

ination and give elasticity to his mind 

to conjure up visions of a rubber age. 

Working out Sir Henry Blake's leading 
‘idea. to its ultimate conclusions, one 
‘may grasp the full meaning of the fu- 
ture. Disasters at sea would no longer 
take their fearful toll of life, for rubber 
built ships might collide with no worse 
result than a cannon off the cushion. 
| A thousand accidents of grievous con- 
sequence in modern life would be quite 
trivial. The waiter who spills the soup 
| over one’s new sult would merely have 
{to bring a rubber sponge and wipe 
| one's rubber coat. If the fashions of

women's frocks changed from short 
skirts to long skirts they could be 
stretched as easily as elastic bands, or 
vice versa. Old clothes, old furniture, 
; any old thing about the house, could be 
| sent to the manufacturers and pro- 
duced again in the form of motor tires

WINS HES FIRST CASE, 


Edward Avery, son of Judge Albert

‘Mediators Seeking Satery For 
Supporters of Huerta 


‘ASK WILSON'S GOOD OFFICES 


Rebels’ Effort to Invade Mexico City 
Will Be Resisted Unlesg Guaran- 
tees Are 
Starts For Tampico, Where He May 


Forthcoming—Carranza 


Meet Carbajal Representatives 


Washington, Juy 23.—Ambassador 
DaGama of Brazil and Ministers 
| Suarez of Chile and Naon of Argen- 
j tina, the three mediators in the Mex- 
jican affair, appealed to President 
Wilson to have the United States use 
its influence with General Carranza to 
obtain a genera] amnesty for those 
who supported the Huerta govern- 
ment. 

It was the first formal call of the 
three mediators since the conference 
at Niagara Falls adjourned. They 
were accompanied by Secretary Bryan 
and discussed the Mexican situation 
in all of its phases. 

They expressed the view that Fran- 
cisco Carbajal, provisional president 
}of Mexico, is ready to turn over the 
government to General Carranza, but 
wants guarantees that there would be 
no wholesale executions, arrests or 
confiscation of property. 

They told President Wilson that un- 
less these guarantees for the protec- 
jtion of the lives and property of those 
who supported Huerta shall be given 
the Carbajal government would con- 
centrate all its military forces and re- 
sist to the utmost any effort to in- 
vade Mexico City. 

The president and Bryan listened 
iattentively to the views of the South- 
American diplomats, especially as 
they indicated that their governments 
probably would be unable to recognize 


any administration in Mexico. which 
refuses to give quarter to its enemy 
or to establish itself by peaceful 
means, in accordance with civilized 
practice. 

The three mediators also pointed 


out the danger of an armed entry of 
constitutionalists into Mexico: City, 
and urged that the United States use 
every influence to bring about a 
peaceful transfer of power. 

General Carranza is on his way to 
Tampico, according to official advices 
to the state department. He wil! re- 
main there a few days and then re- 


i gp to his headquarters at Monterey. 


That his mission to Tampico may 
have to do with meeting Carbajal rep- 
resentatives is considered probable 
in state department circles, although 
the official message shed no light on 
this point. It was also considered a 
possibility that his visit is in connec- 
tion with the receipt of an expected 
shipment of arms due soon at Tam- 
pico. 

Despite the reports from Mexico 
that the entire constitutionalist army 
is being massed to take Mexico City 
by assault, administration leaders 
continue confident this will not hap- 
pen. 

Secretary Bryan, who has had 
charge of the matter, believes the two 
chieftains are impressed with the need 
of peace and he does not believe an 


open break will come. Other offi- 
cials who know Carranza’s unyield- 
ing and Villa’s stormy natures are 


far from being so sanguine. 


FAILURE IS PREDICTED 


King’s Home Rule Conference Sched- 
uled to Break Up Today 


London, July 23.—The prediction 
is generally made that the king's 
home rule conference will break up 


today without reaching an agreement 
on the Ulster problem. 

The Unionist papers are especially 
emphatic in declaring there is no pos- 
sibility of any compromise being 
agreed upon, and many Liberal or- 
gans say the conference was fore- 
doomed to failure from the beginning 

The criticism of the king, which 
had reached alarming proportions, 
has been turned aside to some ex- 
tent as the result of the admission of 
Premier Asquith to the effect that he 


assumed full responsibility for the 
King’s speech.

INTO A PITFALL 


Mme. Gueydan Puts Yeto on 
Principal argument of Labori 


BOUNSEL HAS LOVE LETTERS 


First Wife of Ex-Premier Declines to 
Receive Them Back and Their Con- 
tents Will Be Revealed In Court— 
Prominent Politicians and Brother 
of Slain Man Testify 


July 25.—The defense in the 
trial of Mme. Caillaux for the murder 
of Gaston Calmette, editor of The 
Figaro, was caught in a trap inno- 
cently set by Mme. Gueydan, once 
the wife of the prisoner’s husband. 
The principal argument of M. La- 
beri, counsel for Mme. Caillaux, has 
been that his client was driven to her 
desperate act in shooting Calmette 
through fear that two letters of which

‘she Was aware photographie produc- 


ctions existed, would be published by 
Calmette and the secrets of her in- 
ner life thereby given the public. 
This argument, it is sald, will be 
reduced to nothing by the reading of 
the letters, which Mme. Gueydan re- 
juctantly gave over to Maitre Labori 
Thursday. Yesterday she refused to 
receive them back from Labori and, 
replying to a question by Labori as to 
what she desired done with them, 


Mme. Gueydan said: 
“I do not care what you do with 
them. Publish all of them if you 


wish to do so. 

Their reading is now - regarded as 
inevitable. Mme. Gueydan’s counsel, 
5. G. Archibald, said concerning the 
letters: 

“hey are innocuous. They con- 
tain several disparaging references to 
Mme. Gueydan, then Caillaux’s wife, 
and consider the possibilities of his 
obtaining a divorce from her. This, 
however, he says, would have to be 
after the elections. They are com- 
pleted by allusions to local politics of 
no importance whatever.” 

‘rhe unprecedented spectacle of two 
former premiers, Barthou and Cail- 
laux, and prominent politicians stand- 
ing together at the bar and maintain- 
ing with no little heat various opin- 
ions on the case, was hardly of less 
interest than the fencing of Labori 
and Chanu, representing the Cal- 
mette family, over the letters. 

Pascal Ceocaldi, an intimate friend 
of Caillaux, preceded Barthou and, 
stung by a taunt of Ceocaldi that he 
hed not a word of pity for the woman 
on trial, Barthou, whén he was on 
the stand, turned toward her and 
sald: 

“I had the honor, madame: to bea 
guest of yourg house, and you have 
been a guest at mine. I have said 
ncthing of a nature to aggravate your 
situation. I wish to say that I have 
the most sincere respect for you in 
your position. But, madame, up to 
the present the prosecution has hardly 
pronounced a word against you. You 
are defended by friends whose de- 
votion I admire and by a husband who 
stands here full ot activity, energy 
and talent. It was not for me to 
speak in your defense. I could only 
give you the respectful salute which 
is your due. My pity has been for 
him to whom it rightfully belongs.” 

A dramatic bit of testimony was 
given by Dr. Calmette, director of 
the Pasteur institute at Liile. He 
paid a high tribute to the character of 
fits brother. 

“I am convinced,” said Dr. Cal- 
mette, “that if Mme. Caillaux had 
simply opened her mouth, if she had 
only said to my brother: ‘Is it true 
that you have in your possession the 
private letters?’ my brother immedi- 
ately have reassured her. If. you 
knew how scrupulous my brother was 
He would have re- 
Caillaux’s apprehension,

Treating With Madero. 

When in the spring of 1911 the fall 
of the Diaz regime was admitted even 
in Mexico City to be a matter of only | 
a few weeks it became necessary for 
the Diaz government to treat with 
Francisco I. Madero, whose irregular } 
and ragged troops were then sweeping 
triumphantly over the entire northern | 
part of the republic. Madero, just as 
Carranza and Villa have recently done, 
had announced his intention of contin- 
uing his victorious campaign to the 
very gates of the capital, and it was to } 
prevent that humiliating end to his 
long continued dictatorship that Diaz 
consented. on the advice of his best 
friends, to attempt to make terms with 
Madero. Madero’s urmy was then en- | 
camped outside Juarez, the adobe city 
opposite El Paso, and was threatening 
daily to storm that most important of 
the Mexican border towns. 

So it was that on April 28, 1911, Pres 
ident Dinz announced that he had ap- | 
pointed as a peace commissioner to 
trent with Madero Justice Francisco | 
Carbajal of the Mexican supreme court, | 
He notified Madero of Carbajal’s ap- 
polutment, and the victorious rebei 
chieftain named Francisco Madero, Sr., } 
his aged father: Jose Pino Suarez, who 
was to be his vice president, and was | 
to be his companion in death a year 
later, and Dr. Vasquez Gomez as the 
revolutionary representatives to discuss | 
terms of peace with Carbajal. | 

On May 2, 1911, Carbajal arrived in | 
BE! Paso, and the next morning he met | 
the Madero coniuissioners. Phe meet- | 
ing place was under a cottonwood tree | 
at the foot of a barren hill on the out- 
skirts of Juarez, near the Rio Grande. 
Madero was present, and at the end of 
the: conference it was announced that 
peace was in sight. Matters did not} 
progress satisfactorily, however. und! 
on May G6 Madero announced that the | 
armistice with Diaz was terminated, 
and two days later the battle of Juarez 
was fought, and the city fell into the | 
hands of the rebels. The taking of | 
Juarez broke the backbone of the Diag | 
government, and on May 15 peace ne- } 
eotiatious were resumed, 


Carbajal Is Honored. 

Carbajal this time treated direct with 
Madero, and six days later, at 10:35 
p. m., May 21, the peace agreement 
that ended the Madero revolution, sent 
Diaz into exile and sulsequently ele- 
vated Madero fo the presidency was | 
signed by Carbajal as the representa- 
tive of Diaz and by Madero as the 
head of the revolution. 

When Huerta was made provisional 
president following the killing of Ma-j} 
dero Carbajal was one of the keen | 
lawyers to whom he looked for expert 
advice, Huerta showered honors on 
Justice Carbajal. First he sent him to 
London as Mexican ambassador, but 
soon recalled bim, and when Carbajal | 
arrived home he named him chief jus- 
tice of the supreme court. In January 
of last year it was said he for a time | 
considered the advisability of sending | 
Carbajal to Washington as an emis- 
sary to the government of the Unite ed) 
States. This plan, however. was aban- | 
Noned, and Carbajal remained in the >| 
City of Mexico as the chief justice of | | 
the highest court.

WHAT CAUSES CRYSTALS? 


An Obscure Process That Plays a 
Large Part In Nature. 

In answer to the question, “Will a 
sudden jar ever cause crystals to ap- 
pear in a supersaturated solution, or 
can this be produced ouly by the in- 
troduction of one of tbe crystals?" Ed- 
gar Lucien Larkin in the New York 
American says: 

“Supersaturation and crystal forma- 
tion are obscure phenomena. Let wa- 
ter dissolve salts until it is supersatu- 
rated when perfectly still; then let the 
containing vessel be suddenly moved, 
tapped or disturbed; then crystals of 
the dissolved substances will instantly 
form. Pure water, distilled, may be 
put into a closed container and a ther- 
mometer placed below the surface. 

“Keep the whole very still and the 
water may be cooled a number of 
degrees below the freezing—that is, 


' erystallizing—point without crystalliz- 
ing. Sudffenly strike the vessel and 


the liquid will crystallize. Many solu- 
tions of superdensity will thus behave. 

“This little understood process under- 
lying the fascinating mathematical sci- 
ence of erystal forming plays a highly 
important part in nature in the build- 
ing of solids, of crystalline rocks and 
general structure of our house—the 
earth.”

Glacier National Park. 

Glacier National park is in northern 
Montana and ts bounded on the north 
by the Canadian line, on the east by 
the Blackfoot Indian reservation and 
on the south and west by Flathead riv- 
er. It has an area of about 915,000 
acres and derives its name from many 
glaciers, which are scattered through- 
out its area. There are about eighty 
glaciers, between five square miles and 
a few acres in area. The park is a

tains over 250 lakes, which are sur- 
rounded by steep and beautifully wood- 
ed mountains or precipitous rock walls. 
The methods of transportation in the 
park are by automobile, ‘horse, stage, 
launches on the lakes and saddle and 
pack horses.

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SERVIAN PLOT 
LEADS TO WAR 


‘State of Siege Is Declared 
Throughout Dual Monarchy 


‘ALL EUROPE MAY BE INVOLVED 


Russia Bars Austria’s Effort to Se- 
cure Supremacy In Vast Territory— 
Long-Pent-Up Race Bitterness May 
Become Loose—Action Hastened by 
Murder of Archduke Ferdinand 


London, July 27.—A telegram from 


Vienna states that war 
Austria and Servia has been declared. 
A proclamation declares a state of 


siegé throughout the dual monarchy. 

The Servian legation here, while 
without official confirmation, is not 
surprised at the statement that war 
actually has been declared. 

With the declaration of war upon 
Servia by Austria-Hungary it is pre- 
dicted that the seizure of Helgrade, 
capital of Servia, will be the first act 
of the Austrian troops. 

Belgrade already has been aban- 
doned by King Peter and his minis- 
ters, who have set up a temporary 
1t of government at Kraguyevatz. 

The Austrian army has been mass- 
ing for several days along the banks 
of the Danube, ready to strike her 
blow to wipe out the hatred of years, 
which reached its climax when Arch- 
duke Ferdinand, heir to the Austro- 
Hungarian throne, was assassinated 
as the result of a Servian plot. 

But, even with the declaration of 
war, it is not upen Austria and Ser- 
via that the anxious gaze of the chan- 
celleries of KHurope is directed. 

With the Russian army under or- 
ders for instant mobilization by the 
personal orders of the czar, France 
preparing to assume the responsibili- 
ties of her position as Russia's ally, 
Emperor William speeding back to 
Germany from a swiftly interrupted 
holiday and with Italy trembling at 
the prospect of becoming involved as 
a member of the triple alliance, all 
Europe shrinks on the brink of a con- 
flict which threatens vast toll of hu- 
man lives and an appalling loss of 
property and money. 

To the last moment every govern- 
ment of Europe sought to prevent 
hostilities between Austrix and Ser- 
via. Now that those e ots have 
failed all are striving d¢sperately to 
eentine the struggle to the two prin- 
cipals and to arrange a basis of diplo- 
matic agreement that will stay ~the 
hand of Russia. 

In this work England, which has 
no direct interest involved, has taken 
the lead, but with little hope of suc- 
cess, as Russia is known to be de- 
termined to use all the force of her 
arms to maintain the present balance 
cf power in the Balkans.

Paris, July 28.—The trial of Mme. 
Caillaux. for the murder of Gaston 
Calmette came to a dramatic halt 
when Henri Bernstein, the dramatist, 
created one of the greatest sensations, 
of the case. 

On Saturday Ex-Premier Caillaux, 
in referring to Bernstein, said; “The 
defense doesn't call deserters as wit- 
nesses.” 

He thus. called. attention to,the fact 
that Bernstein had never done. his 
military service. Yesterday after- 
noon Hernstein demanded that he. be 
confronted: by, Caillaux. He then at- 
tacked the ex-premier flercely, say- 
ing in conclusion; 

“It war. were. declared tomorroy, | 
would fight. for my country immedi- 
ately. I would: not call. upon my wife 
to tight my battles for me.and fire on 
the enemy. This man is attempting 
to raise himself to the highest office 
on his wife’s shoulders.” 

A tremendous uproar followed. In 
order to stop it the court. had.to. clear 
the room and suspend the hearing. 

Caillaux projected himself into the 
spotlight again at the trial of his wife. 
The trial wag running smoothly, with 
the defense presenting testimony to 
show that Calmette’s life might have 
been saved had the physicians at- 
tending him acted promptly, when 
Caillaux leaped to his feet and rushed 
to the witness stand.

Friends and foes of Caillaux 
were cheering or. jeering. Amid 
mingled hoots and groans, he present- 
ed documents to prove that money 
had been sought from the defense. 

Then he proceeded to attack 
Kigaro as a corrupt newspaper, and 
produeed Calmette’s will, in which 

the slain man bequeathed a fortune 
of $2,600,000. 

By this he put the thought before 
the jurors that Calmette had acquired 
his wealth by blackmailing persons 
secrets had been learned by 
reporters of his newspaper.

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PHILIPPINE ISLANDS. 
—_—_ Per tts 
Their Coast Line ie. Longer Than That 
of te United States. 

“It is not generally known perhaps 
that the coast line of the Philippine 
Islands ig \Jonger* than that sof the 
United States,” said a man who Bas 
spent more than fifteen years in that 
country. “The Philippines are numer- 
ous islands,” he continued. “Jt would 
take one; many: months to tour.all of 
the islands. Of course the climate va- 
ries, but ig most parts it is. deljghtful. 
The average temperature is lower than 
in many parts,;of the United States; 
and the humidity ‘# not nearly so 
great. Records of temperature in the 
Philippines have-been kept since 1965, 
and ia that time the maximum record- 
ed was 103 degrees. The mean tem- 
perature is from-70 to-80 degrees.

FIRE PROTECTION TO HOTELS. 

A guest at a popular mountain hotel 
this summer was the subject of a good 
deal of amusement, when the fact 
leaked out that he kept in his trunk 
a knotted rope for safe exit from his 
room in case of fire. Guests off for 
an outing are often at a loss for 
things to talk about. This provided 
amusements to the gossips for several 
days. id 

Considering the kind of protection 
against fire furnished by many pop-} 
ular summer hotels, the man who for- 


tifies himself with a rope in their up-| 


per stories really shows some sense. 
Perhaps the laugh is on the rest of 
the people, who venture into all 
kinds _of lofty accommodations with 
poor fire escapes or none at all. 

The average summer hotel is a 
flimsy affair. It is up against the 
proposition of making dividends in 
two months when money is_ lying 
idle the’ other ten. But no su 
exeuse for lack of proper equipment 
exists in the case of city hotels that 
run the year ‘around. 

The average number of hotel fires 
in the United States is shown by the 
latest insurance statistics to be about 
50 per month. A great many 
these fires are accompanied with loss 
of life. 

When a countryman used to go on 
his travels, he was very apt to object 
to being placed above the third floor. 
Such caution is regarded now as a 
sign of rustic habits. ‘Yet the in- 
surance authority that prepared the 
statistics quoted above.says that 99 
per cent of the hotels have unsafe 
features in their construction. The 
countryman may show some judgment 
after all.

Much Depends Upon Russia 

The centre of interest has shifted 
sharply to St. Petersburg, which 
holds the decision whether a Euro- 
pean war, which propably would shift 
the balance of power, if not rearrange 
the entire map of Europe, is to break 
out. Negotiations are afoot there 
between the Russian foreign minister, 
Sergius Sazonoff, and the Austrian 
ambassador, which are designed to 
“Jocalize” the conflict. 

The nature and progress of these 
conversations are wrapped in the 
thickest mystery, but they are the 
last plank the neutral powers are 
elingiag to in face of a storm which 
May wash all under. 

There is no doubt in British minds

The basis on which Austria hung 
her decision to make war on Servia 
was the reply sent by the Balkan state 
to the note from Vienna demanding! 
that she take steps to put a stop to | 
the Pan-Servian propaganda in Aus-} 
tria and also punish Servians indi- 
rectly concerned in the assassina- 
tion of Archduke Francis Ferdinand. 
The response of Servia was eonsid- 
ered “unsatisfactory” and “filled with | 
the spirit of dishonesty.” 

Peaceful Solution Sought 

In the meantime, Sir Edward Grey | 
requested the Huropean powers to} 
eonfer with a view to a peaceful so- 


lution. Italy and-France at once con- | 
sented, but Germany and Austria re- 
fused. 


Austria and Servia mobilized 
their forces. The garrison of Bel- | 
grade, the capital, as the chief city | 
of Servia, occupied a vulnerable posi- | 
tion. 

Every war office and admiralty in 
Kurope is occupied in preparations 
for eventualities, even the smaller 
eountrfes, such as Holland, Belgium 
and Switzerland, taking precautionary 
measures. England's battle squad- 
rons have all been mobilized and the 
publication of official news as to the 
movements of the fleet has ceased. 

The first_and second battle squad- 
rons have taken on their full war 
stores and are ready to slip their an- 
chors at a moment's notice, while the 
destroyer flotillas around the coast 
also have been prepared and armed 
guards were placed around al!) the 
magazines and oil depots. The Ger- 
man and Italian navies also have been 
ordered to concentrate.

Ready For the Combat 

Kraguyevatz, Servia, July 
“We will crush Austria.” 

With these words King Peter of 
Servia proclaimed himself and his 
country ready for combat and set at 
rest rumors that he was urging Prinee 
Alexander, who has sérved as regent 
for a few weeks, 
without giving battle. 

“By calling up all the reserves,” 
said King Peter, “we shall be able 
to put half a million men in the field. 
Every man is resolved to perish in 
the last ditch rather than allow their 
country, which has just risen after 
500 years of oppression, to be 
crushed. 

“My Serbs are equal to a million 
Czechs, Hungarians, Germans, Cro- 
tians, Ruthenians and Slavonians who 
form the Austrian army. Everything 
divides the Austrian army, which will 
not fight for a single ideal as we

If the ball flies off to one side or the 
other it is brought back und again 
put in play.

Montenegro is 
inhabited by people ethnically and lin- 
guistically the same; so are Bosnia 
and Herzegovina; so is much of the 
binterland of Dalmatia and large dis- 
tricts in Hungary. In other words, a 
hundred years ago part of the Servian 
race was subject to Turkey and part 
to the Hapsburg monarchy. The part

Bosnia and the Herzegovina rose 
against Turkey in 1876, as did Servia 
proper. After the congress of Ber- 
lin had settled the Balkan question in 
1878 these two countries, so far from 


| receiving their freedom, were handed 


over to Austria, though remaining un- 
der nominal Turkish suzerainty. They 
promptly revolted, and were subdued 
only after four years of guerilla war- 
fare. Ever since then there has been 
much bitter feeling and a strong army 
of occupation bas been maintyined. 
Austria spent large sums on public 
improvements and felt that she had a 
property interest in the territory. When, 
therefore, the Turkish constitutional 
revolution in 1908 led to a call for rep- 
resentatives to come to a parliament 
from all parts of the empire, includ- 
ing Bosnia and the Herzegovina, Aus- 
tria had a good excuse for announcing 
the annexation of these countries.

ind the annexation was completed. 
Servia Aroused. 

This inflamed the feeling of the Ser- 
vians, which the promise of an autono- 
mous diet for the two provinces did 
nothing to allay. Austria’s ambitions 
still looked toward the ultimate acqui- 
sition of Salontki, and Servian and 
Turkish territory lay squarely in the 
way. The first Batkan war made the 
tituation more acute, for Servian troops 
easily comquered western Macedonia 
and forced their way through Albania. 

Then Austrian diplomacy won an- 
other victory. In the conferences ef 
the powers which followed the war 
Montenegro was deprived of Scutari, 
and servia was compelled to withdraw 
her troops from Albania. 

The Servian victories in the Second 
Balkan war were largely neutralized 
by the fact that Austria seized the oc- 
easion to eccupy the Sanjak of Novi 
azar, a strip of territory between 
Montenegro and Servia which belong- 
ed to Turkey till the war of 1912, thus 
thrusting herself in between the Ser- 
vians and their Montenegrin kinsmen. 
And so anether blow was dealt to the 
unification of the Serbs, which, if ever 
carried through, would cut off the en- 
tire southwestern eorner of the Haps- 
burg enapire. 

Since then a strong army has been 
at all thmes maintained by Austria 
within striking distance of the Servian 
frontier. 

ARMY WORMS DEFEATED. 
Ditches Filled With Poisoned Food At- 
tract Pests With Effective Result. 

The army worm which is ravaging the 
fields of several eastern states has suf- 
fered a knockout blow in Connecticut. 
Millions of army worms which threat- 
ened the destruction of seventy acres 
of corn valued at $10,000 on the Bran- 
ford farms ewned by Commodore Mor- 
ton F. Plant at Eastern Point bave 
been exterminated by fifty laborers 
working under the direction of Profes- 
sor G. H. Lamson of the Connecticut 
Kericultural college. 

Double ditches were dug. surround- 
ing the field. In places a poisonous 
mash consisting of bran, paris green 
and molasses was strewn. The worms 
ate it and died. They lay so thickly 
in the ditches that they were shoveled 
out like sand.

The original cap should not 
be replaced, but instead an inverted 
glass may be put over the top of the 
bottle. The bottle when not in use 
should, of course, always be left in the 
refrigerator, and any milk that has 
been poured from it into another ves- 
sel should net be poured back,

Summer Care of Mitk. 

When milk is delivered it should be 
put into the refricerator at once. A 
very brief exposure to summer ‘heat 
makes it unfit for use. 

Hf itis impossible ‘to have the bottles 
put immediately into the refrigerator 
provide on the poreb a box contuining 
u lump of ice. 

In planning a house arrange to haye 
the refrigerator set in the wall, with 
an opening on the outside. It ts al- 
ways possible ta provide locks for 
these boxes or refrigerator doors and 
supply the milkman with a key. 

The interior of the food compartment 
should be wiped every day with a clean 
cloth and thoroughly scalded as often 
us once a week. ~ 

Under no circumstances should th 
drainpipe of an icebox be cunnected 
with a sewer. 


Gloves For Dishwashing,

In selecting a glove the same rule 
holds good us in selecttag for hot wa- 
ter bottles, The seamless ones ure 
less apt to spring a leak. Be sure they 
are amply lJarge, for they will not 
stand much ytretching. 


Apple Sauce Sundae. 

Make apple sauce in the usual way. 
Shell apd chop Into small pieces one 
dozen English walnuts or pecan nuts. 
Also. ehop fine enough preserved ginger 
to make three tablespoonfuls. Just be- 
fore serving beat the whites of two 
eggs to a stiff froth. Add the nuts 
and the chopped ginger with its sirup. 
Serve fn sherbet glasses, heaping the 
nut and ginger decorated whites ob 
top, 


Tomatoes Farcied. 

Cut the tops from six large tomatoes, 
Lut do not peel them. Scoup out the 
insides ahd mix with one cup corn, one- 
fourth cup breadcrumbs, three tea- 
spoonfuls melted butter, three tea- 
spoonfuls mifik and salt and pepper to 
taste Dust the inside of the tomato 
shells with salt and pepper and fill 
with the mixture. Sprinkle dried bread- 
erumbs over the top and bake.

Commissioner Will Have Autocratic Powers 


Over City Coun 


cil and Others 


City to be Assessed for Mainte- 
nance of Department 


One of the last acts passed by the} 
legislature of 1914 was that to pro-| 
vide for better prevention of fires 
throughout the Metropolitan district, | 
and is known as the “Fire Hazard | 
bill.” The act is obligatory upog 
Quincy and other cities and towns of} 
the Metropolitan district, aud may be-| 
come applicable to cities and towns 
outside of the district, by an affirma- 
time vote of two thirds of the mem- 
bers of City Councils or by an affirma- 
tive vote at a special town meeting. 
The act is particularly interesting at 
this time as it takes effect August 1. 

Section 1 of the act states what 
cities the Metropolitan district shall 
mean, and among those named is the 
City of Quincy. 

Section 2 provides that the Govern- 
or shall with the consent of the Coun- 
cil appoint a citizen of the common- 
wealth who shall reside in the Metro- 
politan district as a fire preventive 
commissioner for a term of three 
years, and for such cities and towns 
as may hereafter accept the act 
deputy commissioner for such cities 
and towns. It also provides for the 
appointment by the commissioner of a 
secretary. The commissioner, depu- 
ties and secretary to devote their en- 
tire time to the duties of the office. 

The salary of the commissioner is 
fixed at $3,500 and of the deputies and 
secretary at $2,500. 

POWERS OF COMMISSIONER. 

Section 3 is an all important one | 
for it provides that all existing pow- | 
ers in whatever officers, | 


councils, | 
boards or persons, other than the! 


general court and judicial courts, to | 
license persons, or. grant permits 
relative to the keeping, storage, use, | 
manufacture, handling, trans-| 
portation of g»npowder, dynamite, | 
nitroglycerine, camphine, or similar | 
explosive or inflammable compounds, | 
torpedoes, rockets, toy pistols, fire- | 
crackers the use of engines and furn- | 
aces, shall hereafter be vested in the | 
commissioner. | 

Section 4 provides that he may ap-| 
noint or delegate the power of grant- | 
irg permits, to the head of the local | 
fire department or any other person | 
in any city or town. 

Section 5 provides that all powers | 
and duties of Mayors, aldermen, city 
or town clerks are also transferred 
to the commissioner. 


INFLAMMABLE FLUIDS. 
Section 6 provides that no paint, 
oil, benzine, naptha, or other inflam- 
mable fluid shall be kept in bulk or} 
stored in bulk or barrel, otherwise | 
than in the tank of an automobile, 
motor boat or stationary engine, in! 


sale, 


total quantity not exceeding ten gal- 
lons, or in any part of a building 
used for habitation, or within fifty 
feet of any building used for dwelling 
purposes, unless such paint, oil, etc., 
is enclosed Within a fire proof room 
or structure, constructed and ar- 
ranged to the satisfaction of the com- 
missioner. And no paint, oil, benzine, 
napththa, or other inflammable fluid, 
except for domestic purposes shall be 
kept, used or stored in any part of a 
building used as a habitation unless 
a permit is first obtained from the 
coimissioner under such terms as he 
may prescribe. 


RESTRICTIONS. 


Section 7 provides that no part of 
any building used for habitation, nor 
that on any lot withim fifty feet of 
uny building so used shall be used 
tor the storage of the fluids named 
above, or of any combustible material 
tor other than domestic purpoges, 
unless a permit for the same is. ob- 
tained from the commissioner, No 
part of any such building. shall: be 
used as a’ carpenter's shop; or for the 
handling or keeping of feed, hay, 
straw, shavings, sawdust, cotton, pap- 
er stock, feathers or rags, without a 
permit from the commissioner. 


REFUSE OR DEBRIS. 


Section 8 provides that the commis- 
sioner, or any one he may designate, 
may require the removal and destruc- 
tion of any heap of refuse, or debris, 
that in his opinion may become dan- 
gerous as a fire menace. On neglect 
remove such material 
after notice, the person designated 
may enter on the premises and re- 
move such material, which if of no 
material value may be destroyed or 
stored, the total costs of such removal 
to be collected by process of law.

Report That Only a Miracle Can Pre- 
vent General War 

St. Petersburg, July 30.—In Rus- 
sian eyes the die is cast. Only a 
political miracle can avert war.

Price Of Wheat Soars

HE LISTENS 70. SUGGESTIONS 


Promises to Lay Them Before Proper 
Committees—Would Put Into Law 
What Moral Judgment of Communi- 
ty Demands—Tells Business Men 
Government Is Not Running Amuck 


Washington, July 30.—Probably the 
most important conferences—with the 
possible exception of that with J. P. 
Morgan—with the representatives of 
the business interests of the country 
yet held’ by President Wilson took 
place at the White House. 

Nearly every business organization 
in the gereral wholesale line was 
represented at one, while the sec- 
ond was with Hugh Chalmers, auto- 
mobile manufacturer. 

It was explained that the confer- 
ences, like all that have preceded 
them, were for the purpose of per- 
mitting a general exchange of views 
regarding business. 

Various sentiments were developed 
trom the visitors, but the president 
again insisted that if co-operation 
comes from business men generally 
there is no doubt that real prosperity 
will follow. 

The wholesalers laid before the 
president a prepared argument against 
several features of the Clayton anti- 
trust bill and the trade commission 
bill, but said they approved of the 
general purposes of the proposed leg- 
islation. Wilson entered into a de- 
tailed discussion of the bills, and 
promised to lay his callers’ sugges- 
tions before the proper committees of 
the senate. 

“ In speaking to the wholesalers 
president said: 

“We have had ten or fifteen years 
of ceaseless agitation about business. 
During that length of time we have 
read stories in the newspapers and in 
the magazines of the extravagantly 
wrong things that were going on, and 
an atmosphere of almost universal 
suspicion has been created, so that if 
a man became a business man in a 
big way, he had the uncomfortable 
feeling that his fellow-men probably 
looked upon him as not coming by 
his money in the right way. 

“I think I am right in saying that 
what the present administration has 
tried to do has been to bring all those 
questions to a clearing house and set- 
tle up the balance of judgments. It 
may have seemed sudden to do so 
many things in one congress; but 
wasn't it high time to just have a 
Clearance ahd settle these things? 

“Lam not maintaining that they are 
wisest way in which 
they could be settled; but ¢ertainly 
the men engaged have tried to. settle 
them in the interest of the country, 
and, I think; in the main,, they have 
succeeded. 

“We had money conditions, bank- 
ing conditions, economie conditions, 
of which the countr¥ sald, ‘they are 
wrong.’ Now we have undertaken to 
give a remedy, and until that was 
done business could not settle down 
to anything,. because the agitation 
was sure to come again. 

“IT just want ‘to leave that thought 
with you, that we are not running 
amuck; we are trying to close this 
era of suspicion and of recrimination 
by putting in the law what the moral 
judgment of the community has said 
ought to be there. 

“And I honestly believe that when 
it is done, and I[ hope it will not be 
more than six weeks now when it is 
done—we can all take off our coats 
and get to work and look each other 
in the face and say, ‘This is a nation 
of honest men and we are going to do 
business as such.’ 

“Don't you think that is a reason- 
able view to take of the present sit- 
uation?”

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PACKING HINT. 


How to Hang Away and Store Various 
* Garments. 

Heavy outdoor garments should be 
hung on a well padded coat hanger, 
with the weight entirely suspended 
from the shoulders. One piece dresses 
should be hung in the same way, held 
witb a light. loose stitch taken in the 
shoulders of the garment. The sleeves 
of dresses and blouses which are to be 
hung in wardrobes and closets should 
be stuffed with tissue paper. 

Light colored dresses that are apt to 
fade und sofl readily should be pro- 
tected from all danger of dust by being 
hung in titted bags of calico or muslin, 
which slip on over the hanger and ure 
rounded in shape at the top to fit the 
shoulder or curve line of the hanger. 
These coverings are made long and 
deep, reaching several! Inches below the 
lower edge of the dress and button ut 
the top over the hanger. Blue tissue 
piper should always be placed between 
packed nway white materials that are 
hot washable, such as fine lace, chiffon, 
silk and satin. 

Waists and dresses of chiffon and 
similar materials need most careful 
pucking. Not only should such gar- 
ments be thoroughly pudded to hold 
their shape, but flat pleces of tissue pa- 
per should also be laid over each fold 
or fullness In the material after creas- 
tng or turning it to fit into the space. 

When packing no creases should 
ever be left without padding, or the 
creases will become deep and so mark- 
ed in the material that it is apt to be 
come cut or to Wear out at this point 
Stuff the sleeves of coats with tissue 
paper. Lay creased pads of the tissue 
puper on the Inside of the coat down 
each side. Put more padding In the 
bust Fold the arms over the front 
of the coat. If it is necessary to bend 
the sleeves do so between the elbows 
and cuffs. Under the crease lay pad- 
ding, over whicb fold the sleeve. If 
the skirt of the coat is long it should 
be folded over from the back to the 
front to fit the coat into the straight 
line at the sides. In these creases lay 
more padding, 

The hat which {s to be packed away 
ut the end of the season should first 
be very carefully cleaned and. freed 
from all dust both {fn the hat itself and 
in the trimming. It is better to rip off 
the trimming, us it will probably not 
be used in the same way next season. 
[f it 1s ribbon or silk roll it carefully | 
on stiff paper. The crown of the hat , 
should be stuffed out with tissue pager | 
and the brim fastened as flat 
smooth as possible

and keeping of furs is thorough clean- 
liness. They should be carefully 
shakén and exposed to the sun and 
fresh air for oat least twenty-four hours 
before packing away. Wrap them ip 
dark brown paper and hang in 2 dark, 
cool place. They should never be pack- 


ed tightly, as this flattens down the 


hair and makes it hard to raise. It is 
better to hang them up. 

Scarfs and coats should be hung upon 
hangers, covered witb paper ‘and then 


sewed into light muslin or linen bags. 


Muffs should be hung upon a rod, held |, 


by heavy cords at each end und stuff- 
ed out, and should never be Infid togeth- 
er flatly with the welght of one muff 
pressing down upon another. 


How to Take Proper Care of Your 
Shoes and Boots. 

To prevent shoes from creaking put 
a smal] quantity of linseed oil ou u 
plate or shallow pan and stand the 
sole of the shoe In it for a few hotrs. 
The creak will disappear, and the shoe 
will also last longer on account of this 
treatment. To soften leather there fs 
nothing so penetrating and softening as 
neatsfoot of. It will enter where oth- 
er oils will not make a surface impres- 
sion. 

By proper care you can make rubber 
overshoes last much ger. After 
wearing them. while they are still 
damp, do not place them near a fire 
to dry. as the heat will crack and 
draw them up. If they sre cut they 
can be neatly mended with a piece of 
thin rubber placed on the inside with 
a little glue. stich as is used for bicy- 
cle tires. Wher they begin to look old 
and rusty thér may’ be restored to the 
original black by applying a little 
vaseline or sweet ofl with a flannel 
cloth. Always Keep them in a cool. 
fry place. 

If rubber boots wear ont at the feet 
they may still be made quite useful 
by slipping a pair of snug fitting rub- 
ber shoes oyer them. Te dry rubber 
boots quickly put a couple of quarts 
of oats in a baking pan gtnd heat an 
the oven When very hot porr inte 
the boots und let stand until the nee 
dry, Which ‘will be fh about an lipnr.

A panama hat fs @ delightful acces- 
sory to one’s summer wardrobe. It 
may be cleaned or bleached repeatedly. 
A teaspoonful of oxalic acid to a pint 
of lukewarm water will safely clean 
a panama, leghorn, milan and other 
light straw hats. Oxalie acid is poison- 
ous and must be kept away from chil- 
dren. 

Apply to the hat with a soft brush 
or sponge. Clean only a small portion 
at a time and then rub off as much 
moisture as possible with a clean white 
cloth, as in this way there will be less 
tendency of the hat losing its sbupe. 

Go over the entire hat carefully and 
when partly dry press with a moder- 
ately hot iron over a muslin cloth. 
Lemon juice may be used instead of 
the oxalic acid with good resuits.

He’ immediate- 
ly went into confefente’ with rTepre- 
sentatives of firé‘appAratus manufac- 
turers, who had submitted bids for 
the tractor truck for the steamer at 
the Central fire station.’ The’ Mayor 
is looking considerable better than 
when he went away, and he says that 
he feels better. Life on the fdrm 
seems to agree With him. He will re- 
turn to Hingham later in the day. 

The contract for the tractor truck 
was awarded to the A. & B. Co. of 
Providence, R. I. The ‘bid of this 
company was 34,000 the amount 
named in the suplementary budget. 

While it has not been given out, it 
is reported that the Mayor has been 
successful enough to have included 
with the new tractor the necessary 
changes in the rear wheels of the 
steamer. It was necessary to have 
larger tired wheels on the steamer 
and the estimated cost of these was 
$250. This amount was not provided 
for in the suplementary budget. 

The A, & B. Co., is the same concern 
which manufactured the steamer 
known then as the Amoskeag Co. The 
steamer will be loaded onto the cars 
at the freight station in a few days, 
and during its absence the company 
will supply the city with a _ relief 
steamer, somewhat lighter than the 
Quincy steamer. About sixty days 
‘will be required before the tractor is 
delivered. It will take the place of 
the forward wheels and will be bolted 
to the steamer truck. 

It is said that when in service it 
will be placed in the rear of the 
Central fire station, where the auto 
chemical is now kept, and that the 
auto chemical will be placed on the 
main floor of the station.

WATER DEFICIT. 

The statistics which the Daily Led- 
ger has been presenting to its read- 
ers, comparing Quincy with 
cities of about the same size, are of

value and taxpayers are getting some 
return for the State assessment for 
support of the Bureau of Statistics, 
which promises to do good work for 
city finances in general. 

Many have been particularly inter- 
ested in the statistics concerning the 
Water department. At first it looked 
as though the water receipts of Quin- 
cy Were large in comparison - with 
other cities, but when the Ledger put 
against them the expenses for water 
maintenance and water, extensions, 
fhe balance was small. 

But there is still another expense 
which has been overlooked and that 
is the amount paid annually for water 
interest which varies but little from 
year to year. The annual’ report of 
the Bureau of Statistics gives these 
figures as the cost and expense of 
the Water departments of 
Quincy and Chelsea, all of which are
